SENATE. 


S acramento, February 4, 1881. 
The Senate m et pursuant to adjournm ent at 10 
A. M , President Mansfield in the chair. 
R oll called. 
Quorum present. 
Journal of last m eeting read and 
corrected. 
The Committee on 
PubUc 
Buildings recom­ 
mended the passage of S. B. 269. 
Mr. Traylor moved th at S. J. R. 3, relative to 
the Nicaragua Interocvanio Canal, be taken up and 
ordered engrossed. 
Carried. 
The Committee on Engrossm ent reported the fol­ 
lowing bills as having been correctly engrossed : S. 
Bs. 30 and 92. 
The Committee on Hospitals reported back S. B. 
243 without recommendation. 
The Committee on City and Town Governments 
reported Senate bills &s follows: 226, referred to the 
Committee on Corporations ; 205, do not pass; 73, 
do not pass. 
The Committee on Corporations reported Senate 
bills as follows : 215, passage as amended ; 220, do 
not p ass; 274, do not pass ; 296, without recom­ 
mendation ; 23, do not pass; 31, passage; 161, do 
not pass. 
. 
The Committee on Fish and Game, to whom was 
referred S. 11. 61, reported it back with am end­ 
ment?. 
On motion o f Mr. J ohnson, S. B. 261 was recom­ 
m itted to the Committee on Judiciary. 
The Committee on Federal Relatious recommend­ 
ed the passage of S. C. R. 30, relative to the estab­ 
lishm ent of a m anufacturing arsenal at Benicia. 
Mr. W e nd ell moved th at the above bill be taken 
up and ordered engrossed. Carried. 
A. C. R. 11 was read and referred to the Com­ 
m ittee on Federal Relations. 
The following bills were introduced : 
By Mr. E nos —To amend the law relating to per­ 
sons of unsound mind. 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. H ittrll—To amend Section 3414 of the 
Political Code, relating to the public lands of this 
State. 
By Mr. J ohnson -To provide for the paym ent of 
the claims against the State accrued under the 
agreem ent between the State of California by the 
Board of state Prison Directors and Michael Miles, 
for the construction of the Folsom Branch State 
Prison, on September 1, 1874. 
Claim?. 
Also, to amend Section 3454 of the Political Code, 
so as to confer further powers upon Boards of Trus­ 
tees of reclamation districts. 
Swamp and Over­ 
flowed Lands. 
S. B. *27, an Act to repeal an Act to prom ote drain­ 
age, came up as the special order of the day. 
Mr. J ohnson said : Mr. President, when this bill 
was before the Senate last Wednesday, the friends 
of tliia measure said th at there was no necessity for 
those th at were opposed to the measure to ask any 
delay upon the consideration of the bill while it was 
on its second reading, because all discussion that 
was necessary or proper to be had. either by the 
friends or opponents of the bill, could be duly had 
when the bill was u¡*on its third reading or final 
passage. 
I have been converted, Mr. Pres dent, to 
the views entc tained and expressed at th at time 
by the friends of this bill, and I now desire to say, 
as far as I am individually concerned, th at I do not 
propose to sreak upon this bill at the present time 
while it is upon its second reading, and th at so far 
as I am individually concomed I am willing that 
this biil should be engrossed, and so far as I am 
individually concerned I shall vote for the engross­ 
m ent of the bill, reserving the right to vote as I 
may choose upon the final passage of the b ill; re­ 
serving the right and announcing it, so th at there 
may be no m isunderstanding of uiy position, that 
I shall probably offer some rem arks upon the 
passage of the bill. 
The roll being called, the bill wras ordered en­ 
grossed by a vote of 30 to 0. 
Bills on the second reading file were considered 
os follows : 
S. B. 5, to establish and support a Bureau of 
Labor and Land Statistics (by Mr. Enos), was 
ordered engrossed. 
S B. 21, to regulate the hours of labor on w ork 
done for the State (by Mr. Gorman), was ordered 
engrossed. 
S. B. 6, to provide for work apon the public works 
and buildings within this State to be done by day 
labor, and under the supervision of a superintend­ 
ent, or officer having charge of the same (by Mr. 
Enos), was passed on file. 
S. B. 142, to regulate craft proficiency, and for 
other purposes counectei therew ith (by Mr. Neu­ 
mann, by special request), was passed on file. 
S. B. 55, to prevent discrimination by gas com­ 
panies in the State of California (by Mr. Enos), was 
recommitted to Committee on Corporations. 
S. B. 211, to amend Sections 312 and 315 of the 
Civil Code, relating to the election of directors of 
corporations (by Mr. Hittell), was withdrawn. 
S. B. 167, to define the duties and liabilities of 
pawnbrokers and pledgees (by Mr. Enos), was passed 
on file. 
S. B. 194, to amend an Act to lim it and fix the 
rates of fares on street railroads in cities and towns 
of more than 100,000 inhabitants, approved January 
1. 1878 (by Mr. Nelson), was withdrawn. 
On motion of Mr. B aker S. B. 40, relative to a 
uniform system of county governments, was placed 
at the head of the second reading file. 
A message was received from the Assembly in­ 
forming the Senate th at it had adopted A. C. R. 17, 
relative to furnishing relief to the inundat-ed set­ 
tlers. 
On motion of Mr. J ohnson the rules w ere sus­ 
pended, and the resolution read three times and 
adopted unanimously. 
President J ohnston appointed Senators Johnson, 
Glascock and Satterw hite as a committee under the 
resolution. 
Mr. S atterw h ite withdrew’ in favor of Mr. Harlan, 
who was appointed in his stead. 
Mr. J ohnson begged to withdraw from the com­ 
m ittee, and With the permission of the Senate moved 
and put the motion th at President pro tern. John­ 
ston act on the committee in his place. 
Carried. 
President pro tem . J ohnston called Mr. Johnson 
to the chair, and moved th at the committee ju st ap­ 
pointed be excused. 
Carried. 
S. B. 241, to establish a Branch State N onuil 
School (by Mr. Carlock). was taken up. 
Mr. Langford ofL-rcd an am endm ent, providing 
a Normal School for San Joaquin countv. 
Ruled out of order by the Chair. 
Mr. D ickinson introduced a substitute, providing 
for the erection of a Normal School iu each of the 
fifty-two counties of the State, and appropriating 
*50,000 for each. 
Mr. S atterw iiitr moved to lay ¡the whole m atter 
on the table. 
Lost. 
After a prolonged diseussion Mr. H ill moved th at 
the entire subject be indefinitely postponed. 
The substitute was lest. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone was lost. 
The bill was ordered engrossed. 
Here the Senate took the usual recess. 
A fte rn o o n S e s sio n . 
The Senate reassembled at 2 r. >i., President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
Bills came up on the third-reading file as follows: 
S. B. 1*29, to provide for the paym ent of deficien­ 
cies in the appropriation for paym ent for procuring 
and listing iands to the State by the United States 
for the 24th and 25th fiscal years (by Mr. Zuck), was 
passed. 
A. B. 1*2, to amend Section 595 of the Civil Code 
of California, relat ing to religious, social and benev­ 
olent corporations (by Mr. Young), was passed on 
file. 
A. B 75, to authorize the several counties, cities 
and counties, cities and towns of this State, and the 
officers and Boards of officers thereof, to receive 
property by gift, bequest and devise,.and to hold, 
manage and dispose of such property and the in­ 
come and increase thereof (by Mr. McClure), was 
taken u j\ 
Pending discussion on the above, Mr. J ohnson, at 
2:15 p. M., announced to the Senate th at he had been 
informed th at one of the levees had broken. 
He 
moved th at the Senate take a recess till 3:30 p. m. 
Carried. 
The Senate reconvened at 3:30 r. M. 
The roll being called, A. B. 75 was passed. 
The third reading of bills was continued, as fol­ 
lows : 
S. B. 219, to amend Sections 1941, 1973, 2018, 
2028, 2110 and *2117 of the Political Code of the State 
vt California, relating to the National Guard (by 
Mr. Dickiuson), was passed. 
S. B. 185, to amend an Act in relation to foreign 
corporations, approved April 1,1872 (by Mr. H it­ 
tell), was passed. 
S. B. 36, to amend Title II., P art IV., of the Civil 
Code, and each and every section thereof, and to 
substitute a new Title II. of P art IV., to take the 
place thereof in said Code, relating to m ining cor­ 
porations (by Mr. Hittell), was passed. 
S. B. 169, relative to the publication of the 
statutes and joint and concurrent resolutions of the 
Legislature (by Mr. Hittell), was passe*I. 
S. B. 206, to amend Section 1161 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to sum m ary proceedings 
for obtaining possession of real estate (In Mr. Hit­ 
tell), was passed. 
S. B. 33, to prevent hunting and shootiug on private 
inclosed grounds in th e State of California (by Mr. 
Pool), was lost, eighteen Senators voting for anu 
nine against the bill. 
Mr. J ohnson g ave n o tice th a t on to-m orrow he 
w ou ld m ove to reccn sid er th e v o te b y w h ich th e 
a b ove b ill had b een lost. 
S. B. 257, to provide a system of drainage for ag­ 
ricultural and swamp and overflowed lands (by Mr. 
Johnston), was passed. 
S. B. 22*2, to amend Section 2464 of the Political 
Code, relating to the trial and hearing of charges 
and complaints against pilots (by Mr. Hittell), was 
{tossed on file. 
S. B. 239, to amend Section 1618 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to the compensation of ex­ 
ecutors and adm inistrators (by Mr. Nye), was recom­ 
m itted to the author, with instructions to amend 
and report back immediately. 
S. B. 139, to confer ¡lowers upon the Supe visors, 
or other governing bodies of counties, citiei and 
counties, to extend and complete all main intercept­ 
ing sewers heretofore partially constructed (by Mr. 
Neumann), was passed on file. 
S. B. 120, to amend Sections 229*2 and 2294 of the 
Political Code, relating to the State Library (bj Mr. 
Johnson), was lost by a vote of 17 ayes to 15 noes. 
Mr. J ohnson gave notiee th at he would move to 
reconsider the vote by which the above bill had been 
lost, on to-morrow. 
Substitute for S Bs 162 and 168, to regulate the 
granting of retail liquor licenses(Fy Committee), w as 
passed on file. 
S. B. 104, to protect and promote the horticultural 
interests of the State (by Mr. Baker), was passed. 
Mr. Nyf, the author of S. B. *239, reported back 
the bill amended in accordance with the instructions 
of the Senate. 
The Committee ou State Prisons recommended the 
passage of a substitute to S. B. 258 
On motion of Mr. Zick the Senate adjourned at 5 
p. M.

You offer a premium 
which will endanger the lives of the people in every 
city and town of the State. 
And let me say this in 
regard to insurance companies : 
When a piece of 
property is destroyed or damaged, the owner of the 
property may subm it to an arbitration if he wishes, 
and the companies can determ ine by th at means the 
value ot the loss, and will always pay it. 
I think 
the contemplated law is a very jiernicious one, and 
would upset entirely the business of many of our 
insurance companies. 
It would drive a num ber of 
the companies out of the State. 
Mr. GRiFFrnis favored the bill. 
Said h e : 
I 
believe, sir, in enacting such laws as will compel 
these rich companies to enforce the laws of this 
State—in such laws as will compel them , when 
property is destroyed by fire or flood, to pay the 
value of the insurance. 
They all employ honest 
and com petent men to work at their business, and 
they will be very careful th at they do not put too 
higli an estim ate upon the property insured. 
We 
m ust put s«^me resjHinsibility upon the insurer, and 
a t the same tim e offer some protection to the in­ 
sured. 
Now, there is another question involved 
here. 
Wheu a poor man insures his property for a 
certain am ount and pays his premium annually, 
and tho property is destroyed, he is thrown into 
Court, and the companies, having a great deal of 
money, can employ the best attorneys. 
They arc 
able to 
exert 
a 
very powerful influence, so 
far as they are concerned ; but the poor man, 
not having the money, is compelled to come 
out of 
the C jurts w ith 
his property gone. 
I regard this as one of the best reasons for 
throwing the responsibility at least upon the insur­ 
ance cor. ’'anies, and thus protecting the j»oor in­ 
surer. ivow, I have seen various comments in the 
newspapers with reference to this identical law. We 
have no evidence that companies were ever driven 
out of the State. 
If they were disj*oscd to do a le­ 
gitim ate business, an honorable business, I see no 
reason why thev should leave the State. li they did 
s j it was for the better reason th at the insurance 
companies do not desire to do a legitimate business, 
but to defraud the people. 
We come here to pro­ 
tect the {>eople. 
I think the insurance companies 
can do a legitimate business by this law, ai d I hope 
the hill will be read not only the first tim e, but also 
the second and third tim e, and will become a law. 
for we must protect our citizens from the enemies of 
these large and {mwerful companies.

the wheat plant has been much injured

Their houses and barns, their orchards 
anti fences, and all other improvements nude 
and accumulated in ihi quaiter of a century 
are ail to-day in ruins—floating in the watery 
element. 
As 
each 
year 
comes 
and 
goes the area of country coming under 
a situation similar to that we have described 
is constantly 
growing wider and wider. 
Lauds which to-day are above all danger of 
flood, and which are worth as much as any 
other lauds in the State bordering the strips 
of tule on eith-r side of this river, are each 
year coming under the same condition. Wre 
might as w ell say at once that the whole Sac­ 
ramento valley—the richest valley and the 
richest countiy in the world naturally—is 
surely going in the same direction that the 
two mile wide strip we first spoke of has al­ 
ready gone. 
Farmers in all this country 
have 
not 
a very 
inviting 
future 
to 
contemplate. 
They 
may 
work along, 
as those on tbe immediate banks of the river 
have worked for the last twenty-fi .-e years, in 
hope3 that some relief may come each year, and 
each year to meet with disappointment, and 
each year approaching a little nearer to final 
ruin. 
This is not a very inviting picture of 
the 
future 
agricultural condition of 
a 
great 
country, 
but 
it 
is 
one 
that 
is very vividly portrayed before the farmers 
of the Sacramento valley, from Tehama 
county to the Bay. 
W ith such a prospect 
there is but little encouragement for exertion 
on the part of the farmers in this whole 
country. 
We will not speak of the cause of 
all this vast present íuiu or future menace of 
the fruits of labor ; let others do this. 
Wa 
only say the outlook for the farmers is any­ 
thing but encouraging. 


Enemies to Fruit. 
The fruit growers have many .enemies to 
contend with just now. Heretofore they 
could raise all the fruit they wanted, and 
more, too. There were no insects to iuj ure 
the fruit as in other countries, and the apples 
and p ’ars and other fruit came to a degree of 
perfection unknown to any other country 
except California. The matter of production 
had no drawbacks. But while fruit wa3 so 
easily produced and in such perfection it was 
worth but little. Ti:e home m ;ket was too 
limited to render the busicers profitable. A 
market was the great thing n?cessary to give 
value to the fruit business. For the past few 
years the prospects in this direction have 
greatly improved. Better modes of drying 
have been introduced, and plans of working 
up the fruit into commercial forms by canning 
havealso come into practice. In these ways the 
one thing heretofore lacking to render fruit 
culture profitable in this State has been sup­ 
plied. A market has been found. 
That 
market is good because almost unbounded. 
Fruit ia cans has become almost as much a 
commercial article as wheat or cotton. Blit 
j jst when the market has been found the en­ 
emies to fruit have made their appearance. 
The scale bugs have attache 1 the trees and 
tho codling moths have undertaken to de­ 
stroy the fruit, and between the two tho di­ 
lemma of the fruit-grower ia equally a3 em­ 
barrassing as i i was when he could raise large 
quantities of splendid fruit, but could get 
nothing for it. However, the fruit-growers 
even under these circumstances were not dis 
couraged. They kr.ew that the scale bug 
could be destroyed and the ravages of the 
codling moth be checked by the application 
of industry and insect' ivies. They knew also 
that 
to " render 
their 
work 
in 
this 
direction 
effective 
the 
remedies must 
be 
applied 
to 
all 
orchards, 
for 
the 
insects are, so to speak, catching, 
that is, they spread from tree to tree, from 
orchard to orchard, and from locality to lo­ 
cality. Under tuch circumstances i: would 
be of no use in destroying the inseots on one 
tree unless they are 'estroyed on all the trees 
in the orchard, and of no use to destroy them 
in one orchard unless they are destroyed in 
all 
the 
surrounding 
orchards, and 
of 
no 
use 
in 
destroying them 
in 
one 
locality or county unless they are de­ 
stroyed in all the suiroundiug localities or 
counties. Those who were endeavoring to 
raise fruit f r a living, or who bad engaged 
iu fruit-cultnre as a bu-ir.ess, would of course 
apply the industry and the remedies foe the 
extermination of the insects; but those 
who 
had 
but 
few 
trees, 
and 
were 
not 
dependent 
on 
fruit 
for 
a 
livelihood were indifferent and would not 
use the industry or the remedies, and thus 
the carelessness or indifference cf a few stood 
in the wav of the ptospe.ity of ail fruit-grow­ 
ers. Believiug that all Governments were 
formed for the genera] benefit of those to be 
governed, the fruit-growers thought there 
must be a remeJy for the situation they were 
placed in, and they believed that remedy 
could be obtained through the Legislature. 
They thought the legislature c -uld and would 
come to their reli. f by compelling ali persons 
to destroy the enemies to their trees and fruit. 
The 
fruit-growers 
thought that govern­ 
ments 
were 
instituted 
for 
just 
this 
kind of protection or to secure just these 
benefits. In other words, to compel all par­ 
ties to so use their own property that it will 
not injure the property of their neighbor. 
The fruit-growers iu their simplicity believed 
that the men they had olected to carry out 
their views in this respect would cheerfully 
come to their aid in their battle with the 
enemies of their fruit, whether in the form 
cf the insects or of persons who were harbor­ 
ing the insects. So they came up from all 
parts of the State and counseled together, 
and agreed upon a plan of a general warfare 
against their enemies—the insects. The}' had 
this plan submitted to the Senate to be 
enacted into a law. 
Bat right here they find 
another enemy to the fruit business—not an 
enemy that itself destroys their fruit, bnt one 
that stauds iu tho way of any general and 
effectual destruction of the insects. 
An 
enemy thst would give any one orchardist the 
right to destroy all the insects in his orchard, 
but would not compel hia neighbor to destroy 
the insects iu his. An enemy that would 
give to one locality the right to destroy all 
the insectsin that neighborhood but would not 
compel the adjotnirg neighborhood to destroy 
the insects infesting the trees in the latter 
neighborhood. An enemy that, having the 
power, will not adopt any plan for a general 
good, but will insist upon a plaD, the good 
effects of which can only be local and partial, 
and because local and partial can only be ten • 
porary, and practically of no real benefit. This 
is the kind of an enemy that the fruit-grow­ 
ers have now encountered. 
They have 
met 
an 
enemy 
where 
they 
thought 
they 
would 
meet 
a 
friend. 
and 
where they should have met a friend. 
One member says you shall not destroy the 
insects in his poor friend’3 orchard, because in 
doing so you may oppress my poor friend. 
Another says y m shall not destroy tbe little 
orchards, because the big wheat fields may 
have to contribute to the necessary expense. 
Another says he is wi ling to appropr ate 
money for the benefit of ail the industries if 
they need it, but as they do not all need it he 
will refuse it to those industries that 
do need help. 
Another says the peo­ 
ple 
of 
his 
city shall 
not 
be taxed 
to protect a country industry from destruc­ 
tion. 
And so tbe purposes for which all 
governments are instituted are defeated, and 
defeated, too, by those chcsen to help ad- 


We may 
j yet reed a considerable of the surplus ou 
, hand for home c n .umption. Wheat iu the 
| granary and warehouse is much better than 
wheat in the ground just now. 
Under the 
1 present conditions of crops and weather it 
behoves farmer0, who have bean waiting for 
the soil to become iu condition to cul­ 
tivate 
in 
wheat, 
to 
begin 
to 
think 
about 
putting 
their 
land 
in 
some 
other kinds of crops. The hay crop on the 
bottom lands will necessarily be very light. 
Ail the alfalfa on the river bottoms will be 
ruined, ar.d the season will be so late that 
but very little hay eau be made from natural 
grasses. The uplands will therefore have to 
supply the principal hay for consumption this 
year. 
Perhaps wheat may be tbe best crop 
to rai e for this purpose. There is this in favor 
of sowing wheat for hay. 
It may, even 
if not sown before April, make a good crop 
of wheat, but if it should fail to do this it 
will make a crop of hay.

A ROMANCE OF THE STOCK MARKET. 
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CHAPTER X III. 


THE HISTORY OF A “ BOOM.” 
We have been neglecting business for 
pleasure of late, and, if you please, we will 
get back to work again with all possible 
haste. 
It will be remembered that, some 
time before the Charkup reception, Charlie 
Gould and Dav/lish bad made a quasi part­ 
nership venture in the Lone Jack stock, 
having bought with borrowed money one 
hundred and fifty shares, and paid the as­ 
sessment then called for. 
The information 
on which they acted was apparently cor­ 
rect, for the stock began, after a short 
period of depression, to go up steadily— 
thus verifying the prediction of Dawlish. 
Rumors of a rich strike in the mine got 
whispered about on the street, aud in a 
short time the press began to take them 
u p ; then the telegraph was called into 
requisition, and daily reports of the condi­ 
tion of the mine were forwarded from Vir­ 
ginia City to San~Francisco. 
On the 20th of May, the following tele­ 
grams appeared in the daily piper3 : 
V irginia C u r, May 25th.—This afternoon there 
was a report th at the President of the Lone Jack 
mine had determ ined to start a west crosscut, start­ 
ing from a point about tw enty five feet north *4 the 
incline and to run directly across the vein to the 
westward. 
If this is done it is probable th at Rome 
will speedily howl. The diamond drill was run in 
this direction, about two m onths ago, for a distance 
of sixty feet, and ore was reported all the way. The 
President of the m ine declared the utm ost confidence 
in i!, and said th at he proposed to let the public see 
for themselves before the week passed. 
“ I’m ready 
to let everyone in now, so f »r as I am concerned.” 
He said the proposed 
crosscut, if s ta rn d to­ 
night, would probably reach the vein by Saturday 
night, as about fifteen feet 
of ca^t country’ 
rock would have to be cut through before the true 
business was got at. The Vanity Fair shaft is now 
GO feet below the 1800 foot level, the bottom in vein 
m atter, ?.ith stringers of rich ore which are growing 
in size as the depth increases. The diamond drill 
from the 1000 foot level of the Lone Jack was run 
under the V anity Fair shaft to a point about 40 feet 
beyond it, aud proved the existence of good ore in 
th a t quarter. 
This fact, taken iu conjunction with 
the favorable indications now in the bottom of the 
shaft, renders it tolerably certain th at the shaft will 
cut iuto good ore in from three to six days. The 
ore samples taken to day from the face of the Lone 
Jack drift arc fully as rich as those described yester­ 
day - rich alm ost beyond belief. 
The ore samples referred to in the last 
paragraph were those mentioned in a tele­ 
gram of the preceding day, which stated 
that “ the whole face of the drift assays 
$600 per ton.” 
There are few things more 
misleading than assays. 
Picked specimens 
of rock are submitted to the assayer for ex­ 
amination, and immediately the result is 
telegraphed as if it were the average of 
the whole body. 
Even granting the cor­ 
rectness of the assays, there is always a 
loss of at least twenty per cent, in reduc­ 
tion. 
Ore which assays $600 per ton will 
not net §500 ; but assuming that $500 can 
be got from picked samples, the statement 
is misleading to the last degree if it Í3 put 
forth as the average of the whole body. 
The average yield of large ore bodies in the 
best Comstock mines has been almost al 
ways below $100 per ton, and generally 
much nearer to $50. 
Statements have 
been often male concerning ore which as 
sayed from $200 to $SOO per ton, in times 
of excitement, and for the purpose of ere 
ating a false impression, but if any such ore 
was ever taken from the Comstock lode, 
the quantity must have been very small, or 
the average would have been much higher. 
Nevertheless, the public is not very criti­ 
cal in the m atter of figures, and the hotter 
aud stronger it gets them served up, the 
better it likes them. 
The love of the mar­ 
velous is strong iu our people, and they 
adore a picturesque liar. 
The price of the stock had steadily ad­ 
vanced from $3 per share—the point at 
which our friends bought in—to $26, when 
these telegrams began to appear, with the 
object of setting the ball rolling more 
speedily up the hill, for the quicker the 
advance the greater tho excitement. 
It 
will be observed that the width of the ore- 
botly, from which these samples were 
taken, wa3 stated' on the authority of a 
prospect made with the diamond drill—the 
manipulation of which is altogether in the 
hands of the operators who control the 
works. 
The public were to be invited to 
come and look at the face of the drift, aud 
gain whatever information they could from 
that source. 
When satisfied of the un­ 
speakable wealth of that, they might fur­ 
ther amuse themselves by admiring the 
fifteen feet of 
east-country rock, and 
for information as to what lay behind 
these stony faces, they had the picturesque 
assurance of a President who was “ ready 
to let everybody in.” 
There is another 
feature of the above quoted telegram relat­ 
ing to the Vanity Fair mine, which is de­ 
serving of notice. 
Misfortunes, they say¿ 
never come singly, and the San Francisco 
people know to their cost that ore bodies 
follow the rule. 
If rich developments are 
reported anywhere on the Comstock, the 
adjoining mines are immediately credited 
with a portion of reflected glory, and the 
superintendents begin to talk mysteriously 
of crosscuts aud diamond drills and drifts 
and inclines. 
Now, the Lone Jack prop­ 
erty was bounded on one side by the 
Vanity Fair mine and on the other by 
the Caporal, and the 
men who 
con­ 
trolled these excavations® thought that the 
time wa3 come when they might advan­ 
tageously chip in and back their luck. 
Under the influence of these favorable re­ 
ports, apparently, but in reality in re­ 
sponse to tho well-trained bidding of the 
operators, I.one Jack stock advanced to 45 
at the morning session of the 2Gth of May, 
but fell to 41 in the afternoon. 
Vanity 
Fair and Caporal shares began to enhance 
in value, in sympathy, as it seemed, with 
the central stock, but, of course, not to the 
same extent. 
The public were not yet 
much attracted by the showing, nor, in­ 
deed, were the operators ready to let them 
come in until a much higher figuie was 
reached. Meantime public confidence, that 
somewhat sickly and tender plant, was be­ 
ing plentifully watered with telegrams and 
fed with speculations of the most nourish­ 
ing character, administered every morning 
before breakfast. 
Taken singly there was 
not much in them, apparently, but the con­ 
tinuous administration of doses was having 
its stimulating effect on the public system. 
The people were beginning to take an in­ 
terest in that my3terioils crosscut whose 
romantic history was never finished but 
always to be continued in cur next. 
Like 
Penelope's web, it did not seem to make 
any very astounding progress, but, per­ 
haps, that only fed the interest, for the re­ 
ports, opening gently, always broke off on 
the eve ef something remarkable. 
Every­ 
thing sent in relation to the Lone Jack 
mine was greedily read ; the low mutter- 
ings of an advancing “ boom ” were begin­ 
ning to make themselves heard, and the 
stock of the Lone Jack mine advanced to 
57on the 31st of May and to 63 on the 3d 
of June. 
On the 5th of th at month, the gentle­ 
man, who did the “ Mining Notes ” for the 
Trumpet, aud 
who acted as a kind of 
chorus to explain and illustrate the doings 
of the actors in the drama, gave to the 
eager 
public the following almost lyric 
effusion : 


.The steadr advance of those m eritorious stocks, 
the Lone Jaek, Vanity F air and Caporal, has not 
taken by surprise anyone who v as acquainted with 
the fact th at the old 'Jud.-e crowd have been for 
some tim e back acquainted with the existence of a 
veritable bonanza in the former mine, extending in 
ail probability beyoad its limits. The unprecedented 
advance in these stocks is owing to the sharp con­ 
test for the control, for it is now a public secret th at 
certain keen operators on *• the outside” determine 
to make them pay dearly for their piece of pie. 
It 
api>ears th at tl e diamond dril! was p it into requisi­ 
tion early in March, and a secret drift run on the 
1300 foot level of the Lone Jack mine, and a body 
of black sulphuret ore, assaying 8350, disclosed. 
“ Hence these wee;»," and surely if tbe public ?re­ 
adm itted to share in the benefit of these startling 
facts, no thanks are due to the selfish operators on 
the inside, but ratiier to the lynx-eyed perspicuity 
and untiring pertinacity of those modem detectives 
and serv ants of the public, th e reporters of the 
Trum pet. 
In 
such manner the public, which it 
must be adm itted was only too ready to be 
deceived, was mystified by talk about 
secret drifts and diamond drills and black 
sulphuret ore assaying $350, which had a 
substantial air of circumstantiality about 
it that there was no gainsaying. 
Outside 
buyers began to take an active interest and 
to nibble at the stock. 
On the 15th of 
June, two days before the Charkup ball, 
it had advanced to 65, and Dawlish sought 


iu t Charlie Gould to hold a consultation. 
“ \\ hat would you think of selling out 
at the present figure, Charlie?” asked 
Dawlish. 
“ The stock is quoted at 65 to-day, I 
believe. 
Let me see. 
T hat would give us 
nearly $10,000 on the clean np. 
Say 
$9,000 after paying H art and other ex 
penses.” 
“ It is not a great deal, perhaps,” said 
Dawlish, “ but I am getting a little scared. 
I have no confidence in the men who are 
engineering matters. 
They are ready to 
throw off on each other at any moment.” 
“ I think it is a good deal,” said Charlie, 
“ bnt I am ready to tru st to your experi­ 
ence of the m arket.” 
“ I think we had better. 
You sec, there 
are too many in the thiug, and any one of 
them could knock the bottom out by dump­ 
ing a thousand shares on the m arket.” 
“ All right,” said Charlie, “ I am well 
satisfied w ith the result. 
I t is like pick­ 
ing four or five thousand dollars out of the 
dirt. 
I doubt if my father could lay his 
hand ou so much money after his life’s 
work w ithout mortgaging the home place.” 
“ This is the place to pile up tho shekels. 
If you will get me the certificates, I will re­ 
alize at once, and lodge the money ia bank, 
in your name.” 
“ Ju st a3 you please about th at.” 
“ Oh, we will make a joint purse for 
future operations. 
Tnis is only the begin­ 
ning, and there is plenty of money to he 
made if we will only keep our eyes opeu. 
It is always better to keep your strength 
together, and I know I arn perfectly safe 
in your hands as, indeed, you would be in 
mine.” 
N otw ithstanding these prognostications 
of Dawlish the movement did not seem in 
the smallest degree shaky. 
On the 20th 
of June the following telegram appeared : 
Virginia, Juno 19th.—Tbe Lone Jack visited by 
40 or 50 people, and tho reporters all went down. 
The ore body, which created the excitem ent, was 
struck at 100 feet above the bottom of the winze, 
which extends from the 1000-foot level and runs at 
an angle of ¡10", 700 feet deep, being a vertical depth 
of 275 feet bdlow ti e 1000-foot level. 
W ent through 
the east wait ; at 15 feet came unexpectedly on ore 
which continues along the bottom. 
Material dis­ 
placed from top o f ' vein in carrying winze down 
gives low assajs ; h u t wherever a hole is cut in the 
o p roek, good ore shows up ; some of it went to 
8300. 
The width of the ore body can only be known 
by making a crosscut, and this will be done as soon 
as the 1900-foot level is reached, which will be in 
three or four weeks. 
The business-like brevity of the tele­ 
grams formed an agreeable variety to the 
picturerque writing of the mining editors, 
and during those three or four weeks which 
were necessary 
to reach the 1900 foot 
level, neither were spared. 
The Virginia 
City Trombone blew a sonorous blast as 
follows : 
The city is in a magnificent craze of excitement. 
The sinister lineaments of depression have hidden 
themseives behind the rising sun of the Lone Jack 
bonanza, which casts its glorious effulgence over our 
own booming Virginia. 
Never in the palmiest days 
of the Comstock was such “ a high old tim e,” 
to quote the terse technicality of the street, known 
by- brokers and businessm en generally. 
Delicately- 
reared and carefully-nurtured ladies think nothing 
of issuing from th at aristocratic seclusion which 
“ exclusiveness ” so 
imperatively 
enjoins, 
and 
watching with feverish interest th e gallant upward 
rush of the Lone Jack sto ck ; nor can we, in our 
capacity of censors of public morals, see anything in 
the action which should bring the blush of shame to 
the cheek of innocence.

accuracy and industry cf the daily press, the public 
are now adm itted to participate in all the glorious 
possibilities of c miiig developments. 
That splen­ 
did era of prusiierity- .vliich started with the disc >v- 
cries of vast ore-yielding bodies in the O il Judge 
and Lone Jack mines, may he expected to cul­ 
m inate and go rushing onward in is irresistible 
course when tiio urbane President of the latter mine 
announces to the expectant public thnt the 1900- 
foot level is reached m il the famous crosscut about 
to be commenced. 
We do not pretend to inspira­ 
tion, i.or is prophecy in our line, but we shall be 
much mistaken if the next thirty days docs not 
carry many of our citizens into the ranks of Amer­ 
ica’s millionaires. 
The vein of poetry is richer here than in 
San Francisco, and yields largely to tbe 
ton. 
Nevertheless it was all quoted with 
approbation and much patting on the back 
by the Trumpet and some other constitu­ 
ents of 
the orchestra. 
The strain was 
eauglit up by the Horn, and the Barrel

LOUIS BL ANQUI 
KENT FOR 
AND 
HIS 
OPINION’S 
IMPRISON- 
SAKE. 


The Romance and Tragedy of His Life— 
Frison—Exile—Death—Funeral— 
At the Grave 


P ah us, January 10, 1SS1. 
Fifty years of prison ! 
It must be con­ 
fessed th at a man who spends fifty years 
out of seventy-six of his life in prison for 
his opinions, can be no ordinary man, nor 
one entertaining the opinions of the rest of *”S ! 
mankind. 
Mr. Blanqui was not only a 
revolutionist through principle, but a con­ 
spirator through temperament, and would 
have remained so until the end of time—at 
least until those social reforms had been 
accomplished which he has always advo­ 
cated. The necessity of conspiration, which 
has become a noted feature under monarch­ 
ical governments, disappears under a re­ 
public, for that inward activity finds an 
outlet 
in free 
political demonstration. 
However, Blanqui, althongh lie passed the 
last days of h¡3 life under a republic, could 
not divest himself of his revolutionary 
principles, and with the rude arms of un­ 
polished liberty fought the republic itseif. 
A republic, howsocve-r old-fashioned may be 
her 
dress, 
is 
clothed 
in 
an 
armor 
which 
kings 
and 
emperors 
might 
envy, 
and 
Blanqui’s 
attacks, 
as 
well 
as 
those 
of 
his 
associates, 
have passed unheeded. 
It was on return­ 
ing from a public reunion ou the line L> 
courbe, on the 2Sth cf December, tiiat 
Blanqui was seized with an apoplectic a t­ 
tack, from which be died on the 1st of 
January at 9 o’clock in the evening, w ith­ 
out haying regained consciousness. 
The 
history of Bkmqui’s life is like a legeud, 
and it seems almost as thought he were 


CORN A PRISONER. 
Every ton cr fifteen years he was known 
to have a half-hour’s liberty, when, through 
an act or word, he was again thrust back 
into some cell. 
lie was there when the 
men of the present generation were but 
infants ; he was still there when they left 
their school-benches to go out into the 
world, and they found him there when 
they had already passed three-fourth3 of 
their existence. 
Louis Auguste Blanqui 
was born near Nice, in 1S05, making him 
just three years younger than Victor Hugo, 
who, in mentioning his birth in some of the 
finest verses he has ever written, begins by 
saying: “Lesiecle avail deux ans." Blanqui 
was the second son of J. Dominique, the 
conventional Girondin. 
He received a very 
careful education, and was for some time 
the preceptor of the children of a cavalry 
General, then afterward came to Paris and 
studied both law and medicine. 
He soon, 
however, threw himself with passion into 
political contests, and was wounded by a 
ball in bis neck in the riot of the Hue Saint 
Denis at the time of the elections of 1827. 
He again fought in 1S30 and took 


A VERY ACTIVE PART 
In all the enterprises of the Iiepubbcan 
party against the Government of L'juis 
Philippe. 
Like Mazini, Blanqui would 
never correct himself of the 
habit of 
roughly hastening solutions by some bold 
act, and iu the affair of la Villette he sug­ 
gested nothing less than the blowing up of 
the fort of Vincennes 33 a preliminary op­ 
eration of the revolution. 
He was a mem­ 
ber of all the republican societies which 


for how different under Louis Philippe was 
the funeral of General Liraarque con­ 
ducted, when as many as 24,000 men were 
brought into service and stationed at all 
the

of Paris 
so

keep order 
throughout 
the 
city. 
The

The proces­ 
sion, composed of the hearse for the poor 
and two carriages, started out, when some 
workmen wished to join it, but were pre­ 
vented by the s.rgents de ville, who cut 
up the procession three different times. 
At the cemetery no one was allowed to en­ 
ter but the live persons authorized, ancl 
even Bcracger c_iu:d not succeed in pass­ 
ing. 
On the bights cf Pere ia Chaise v. ere 
two regiments, and the grave wa3 sur­ 
rounded by ticop3. 
Ordeia were given to 
the journals to remain silent after as before. 
The terror of the Empire recommenced with 
the death cf lL rangtr, when this time, in­ 
stead of stealing the corpse, tho authorities 
stamped it. 
The Empress went to see the 
dying m an ; theoflici.il journal informed 
the public that the expenses of the funeral 
would be at tho charge of the Civil List. 
All read placards parted on the walls to at 
the Emperor wished to render public honors 
to the poet whose songs had aided in per­ 
petuating in the hearts of tho people the 
souvenirs of imperial glory. 
And when all 
that was done the fears of the Empire were 
not yet quieted. It decreed that the pro­ 
cession would be exclusively composed of 
the official deputations and of persons pos­ 
sessed of letters of iavualon.

BLANQUI IVAS BURIED 
From his residence, Boulevard d’ltalie 25. 
He was very poor, and dwelt in a small 
room on 
the 
fifth 
floor, which 
con­ 
tained scarcely auy other furniture than 
an irou bed, chairs and a table. 
Long be­ 
fore the hour for carrying the corpse away, 
the crowd had gathered before the house, 
whose porte-cochere was decorated with 
black cloth, edged with white and decor­ 
ated w ith the initial B. 
A t half-past 10 
delegates from the different Socialist com­ 
mittees of France commenced to arrive, 
with their red banners spread high in the 
air, and immense wreaths—one of which 
was so large that it had to be placed on a 
hand-barrow, ornamented with black and 
red drapery, and carried by four men. 
Most everyone of the wreaths or couron- 
nes were of 
red immortelles, and con­ 
tained the inscription, aside from the cities 
from which they were sent, “ To the m ar­ 
tyr of liberty ; to the great citizen Blanqui ; 
to the 1’epublioan veteran ; to our veritable 
representative,” and other such mottoes. 
There were ten banners, all of a bright 
red, 
and 
the 
majority 
of 
them 
of 
an immense size. 
Six red couronnes orna­ 
mented the covering of the liearse. 
I t is 
stated that at the moment of departure 
from the house, some members of the com­ 
mittees w ished to cover the hearse with a 
red cloth, but the director advanced and 
informed them that it was expressly for 
bidden by the police statues to place other 
than black or white cloths on the hearse. 
The members yielded w ithout protestation 
and a black cloth was used, which imme­ 
diately disappeared under a ma s of flowers 
and couronnes. 
The precession was to pass

In’1834 he had married a young girl who 
possessed very distinguished talent as a 
painter, and a remarkable portrait is now 
shown of the venerable m artyr, painte 1 by 
his wife, and bearing the date of 1S3I. 
He is there represented as a handsome 
and prepossessing young man, with high, 
broad forehead, closely cnt w hiskers and 
mustaches, and large, full eyes of great 
brilliancy and expression. 
In 184S the 
public for a long time w ere mystified by 
the attitude ot Blanqui at the tribune 
of 
the clubs, where he never appeared 
but in 
deep morfrning and his hands 
covered w ith black 
gioves, whose long 
wrists 
were 
quite 
unusual 
for gen­ 
tlemen. 
It seems 
when 
he was en­ 
tering his nineteenth year lie became a 
member of the family of General Compans, 
as preceptor, at the chateau of Blagnac, 
near Toulouse. 
One day a young girl also 
came to reside at the chateau, the daughter 
of a rich bourgeois family. 
Blanqui soon 
fell in 
love 
with her, but kept the 
secret locked 
in his 
breast, and 
he 
had loved her 
six 
years 
w ithout ac­ 
knowledging it to her ; then, one day she 
discovered it. 
She ai=o loved him. 
She 
became his wife, and six years after the 
day of the anniversary of the condemna­ 
tion of Blanqui she died. 
To the last day 
of his death Auguste Blanqui wore mourn­ 
ing for hi3 wife, and during the time he 
presided at the club in 1848 he never left 
off his black gloves, which produced such a 
tragical effect when, as an accompaniment 
to the di conrse he pronounced with his 
voice someu hat sharp—a wooden voice, as 
it was called—he extended his hand iu 
sober gestures. 
These gloves added a 
mystery to his physiognomy, and if they 
never were missing, it they extended far 
beyond the v/rut, like 
the 
gloves of 
women, it was because the eternal and 
rigid conspirator wore under his gloves the 
bracelets of her whom lie had loved and 
always loved. 
Six months after 


THE INSURRECTION 
Of the 12cK of May, 1S39, Blanqui, de­ 
livered up by a traitor, was tried before 
the Court of Peers and condemned to death 
on January 14, 1840. 
All his goods were 
confiscated, but the penalty was changed 
to imprisonment for life. 
Imprisoned at 
Mont Saint Michel w ith his condemned 
comrades, each to solitary cells, Bijmqui 
suffered in company w ith the other Ke- 
publican prisoners the 
most barbarous 
treatm ent, while his wife died of sorrow 
less than a year after. 
After these years 
of fearful trealm ent they had to transfer 
him half-dying to the Penitentiary, then 
to the hospital of Tours. 
The revolution 
of Februaiy gave him his liberty and on the 
14th he was again at Paris, where clubs 
were immediately formed under his patron­ 
age at the I’rado and Conservatoire. 
The 
Provisional Government was afraid of him, 
and wished to intrust him w ith a diplo- 


vie.v of i;. 
Blauqui’s residence was at 
one cud of the city, and. although the pro­ 
cession left the house at half-past 10, it was 
half-past 12 before the immense crowd of 
people collected on the sidewalks of the 
boulevard saw them coming. 


WHAT A SIGHT ! 
Never shall I forget it—-the picture the 
proceEsion presented as it slowly wound 
down the rather steep declivity. 
There 
came a vast sea of people like a great black 
ocean wave, then loomed forth the hearse 
covered with its numerous red couror.nes 
surmounted by tho driver with his three- 
cornered hat, holding lack the two horse3 
draped in black ; then the banners of flam- 
j ing red and couronnes as well held high in 
l air, all rod, red until the sky seemed on 
| fire. 
Before the procession arrived, the 
street was a scene ef gieat animation, for 
crowds were continually coming to me t 
and join taeir friends iu the march ; uu- 
merous merchants -of yellow immortelles 
were offering bnuches for two sous to the 
I passers-by, who al! purchased of th e m ; 
men and women were crying out the 
life of 
Blanqui w ith three 
portraits, 
for sale 
at 
two 
sous, 
aud 
it 
was 
only when each person was furnished with 
the priuted sheet and lia 1 a buuch nf im­ 
mortelles attached to his buttonhole that 
all rushed to climb on the benches under 
tho caked trees, or the mc'unds of earth 
scattered here and there, and watch tho 
procession advance. 
There 
came 
first 
twelve gardien* de la pair, who cleared 
the space before them ; then some twenty 
newspaper reporters, forming an irregular 
bind, all witli books and pencils in their 
hauds, and the majority scribbling away 
as they walked. 
A iV r came the hearse, 
and immediately followed a compact crowd 
of fifty abreast. 
1 stood ou the curbstone 
with some friends, but the dense crowd 
coining after left us no room to stand, and 
the only method cf safety was to immedi­ 
ately join the procession. 
We had but 
squeezed in the sitie when a young man ou 
the sidewalk cried out “ Vive Rochefort,” 
and attem pted to join him just in front of 
ua, but a gendarme who formed one of the 
outside lines for a short distance, grasped 
him by the coat collar and shook him and 
thrust him back on the sidewalk with un­ 
called for brutality. 
This incident caused 
the crowd around to come to a standstill, 
while those behind pressed on, and I felt 
myself being compressed with such force 
that I could scarcely breathe, and I confess 
that I was never so frightened in my life, 
for my knees gave way and I felt that 


I WAS GOING TO FAINT. 
My friends guided me as fast as possible 
to the other end of the liuc, where we con­ 
tinued our march. 
The young man w ho 
had been so roughly and unjustly attacked 
made no response or resistance. 
But tho 
halt had thrown many off of the ir feet who 
were tram pled upon; howevr-il he crowd 
aionnd cried out. “ Order! O rder!” and 
soon order was restored and the march 
continued.. 
My nervousness resulted as 
much from indignation toward the gccs- 
darroe as from fright, but my friends in-

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matic post, but Blanqui refused. 
Follow- sisted ihat he must be in t.ic rigut, lor lie 
ing the movement of the 16th of April, he 
was brought before the High Court of 
Btmrges, which condemned him to ten 
years of confinement. 
He was transported 
to Be!le-Isle-en-Mer. then to Corsica, and 
at last to Africa. 
The amnesty of 1S59 
perm itted him to return to France. 
In 
1S61 the Empire had him arrested a3 the 
real or supposed chief of a secret society, 
and condemned him to five years’imprison­ 
ment. 
A t the expiration of 
this term 
Blinqui wandered an exile, until the end of 
the Empire, irom B rusela to Paris, w hith­ 
er he always came secretly. 
He enacted a 
most patriotic part during the siege of 
Paris, and for the part he took in the Com­ 
mune was condemned to death, but which 
condemnation was changed to imprison­ 
ment for life. 
Following the first decrees 
of amnesty, the freedom of Blanqui was 
urgently demanded by the Extreme Left, 
and shortly after his liberation he was 
elected by the First Circumspection of Bor­ 
deaux as Deputy, but his election was in­ 
validated by the Government. 
Three con­ 
demnations to death and the great number 
of years’ imprisonment had not sufficed to 
correct Blanqui or discourage him, and 
death found him possessed of the same 
fervor and impetuosity which had charac­ 
terized his younger days. 


BLANQUI DIED 
The 1st of January, and was not buried 
until the 5;h, eo th at it cannot be said the 
Government hastened to put the old revolu­ 
tionist under ground in a surreptitious 
manner, to 
avoid all 
dangerous dem- 
stration of the people. 
In fact, never in 
the history of France ha3 a representative 
of the people been buried w ith the same 
eclat and liberty of action on the part of 
the popu'.ace as was Blanqui. 
I t is, per­ 
haps, the strongest evidence ever yet given 
of the stability of the French Republic, 


h im 8 elfv a sif the people and would not 
unnecessarily oppress them ; but I was i ot 
convinced, and the w ords of Isabella wounl 
come to my min 1 : “ But man, proud nu n, 
dressed in a little brief authority. 
On 
reaching the bridge d'Ansterlitz we gained 
the sidewalk, sines it scarcely seeireo 
safe to cross with tí;at imm: nse^ crow d, 
and we stood and watched tno rntire pro­ 
cession pass. 
There were ten thousand 
persons, and the effect was meat imposing , 
too much so, for the red seen everywhere 
Beemed too much like blood, and ca I d up 
all the horrors of the civil war of the Com­ 
mune. 
Aside from tbe incident which I 
have described, no disturbance occurred, 
and all passed off in the most perfect calm. 
Several speeohe3 were made at the graie, 
first by a friend of Blanqui, who spoke in 
the name of the family, then followed otu- 
ers by different delegations of the Socialist 
communities, and 
among them Louise 
Michel, the exalted but valiant Louue 
Michel, made a short but most eloquent 
speech. 
Tnese speeches were the only cer­ 
emony performed, as Blanqui had desired 
to be buried as a free-thinker, without the 
assistance of church or priest.

THE STATE DETECTIVE BILL.

The amend­ 
ments consist in striking out the clauses 
authorizing the Chief to call upon Sheriffs 
and other peace officers for assistance, con­ 
fining the expenses of the force to the an­ 
nual appropriation, and prohibiting mem­ 
bers of it from accepting rewards. The 
amendment first named does not strike us 
as a good one. Circumstances are liable to 
arise at any time rendering it necessary for 
the Chief to call upon Sheriffs, etc., for as­ 
sistance, the alternative being the defeat of 
justice. As, moreover, the State Detective 
Force is primarily intended to supplement 
the efforts of the regular peace officers, it 
seems strange to propose such a restriction. 
The amendments, however, do not destroy 
the efficiency of the bill, and if no 
better conditions can be had it should be 
passed as it comes from the committee. 
Certainly the members from the mining 
and mountain counties generally ought to 
support the measure earnestly, for upon 
its passage depends the question whether 
many points in those districts shall here­ 
after enjoy regular communication with 
the rest of tha State. So long as high­ 
waymen are permitted to roam at large in 
the mountains, and to rob stages without 
restraint, it must be expected that the 
stage and express companies will decline 
to maintain their lines over the troubled 
regions, and that the people there will 
have to depend entirely upon their own 
resources, uot only for travel, but for the 
transmission of mail and treasure. 
THE IFJ3H CB3TEÜCÍTOM3IS. 
The English House of Commons appears 
to have discovered at last a method of 
choking off the Irish obstructionists, 
though there seems no room to doubt that 
the Speaker has, in doing so, invented a 
new rule instead of reviving an old pre­ 
cedent. AVhen the Pagnellites have ex­ 
hausted the patience of the House the 
Speaker refuses to recognize them. 
If 
they will not then subside, the awful cere­ 
mony of “ naming” them is resorted to, 
and after they have been “ named " some 
member moves their suspension for the rest 
of the sitting, and as a last recourse the 
Sergeant-at-Arms bundles them into the 
lobby. This may not be a very dignified 
way of solving the problem of parliament­ 
ary obstruction, but it has had the effect 
of enabling the House to transact some 
business, and it will evidently be main­ 
tained until the Irish bills, and especially 
the coercion bill, have been passed. The 
Land I eaguers are making the greatest re­ 
sistance of which they’ are capable, but it 
is to be noted that they have secured no 
accession of strength from the Radical 
wing of the Liberal party, and that they 
remain in a hopeless minority. The pre­ 
sumption, therefore, is that the Liberals 
are determined to pass the coercion bill be­ 
fore anything else is done. 
LEARNING FROM US. 
A Paris correspondent of the Nation ob­ 
serves that the municipal government of 
Paris has of late developed a singular and 
quite inexplicable hostility to the gas and 
water corporations, and that they are be­ 
ing abused on all sides, and attacked with 
persecuting and restrictive measures, quite 
in the California way. It is by no means 
improbable that our Far Western ideas 
may have found their way to the capital of 
France through some of the patriotic cooks 
and hair-cutters who represented San Fran­ 
cisco in the Constitutional Convention, and 
that those gifted creatures may have been 
showing their more sluggish compatriots 
h*w the free-born American citizen worries 
and baits his corporations. The United 
States got a good deal of mischief from 
France in early times, and it would be 
poetical justice to repay it in the same line 
after this lapse of years. 
THE JEANNETTE. 
The American Geographical Society has 
petitioned the Government to send a ves­ 
sel to the relief of the Arctic exploring 
ship Jeannette. The Society fears that 
Lieutenant De Long and his followers may 
become so weakened by another year's resi­ 
dence in polar regions as to succumb to the 


Once more the rivers of the Sacramento ; 
valley, with their tributaries, are out of 
1 their banks. 
Once more levees are i 
i broken in every direction, and lands are j 
iuundated, and crops are destroyed, and 
orchards ruined and stock drowned. Once 
more the failure of the river island culti­ 
vators to defend their possessions is demon­ 
strated. The experiences are all familiar, 
unfortunately, but it is necessary to inquire 
seriously whether the people of the valley 
are willing to go on in this way again, 
or whether they have at length gathered 
enough wisdom to convince them that 
their past course ha3 been ill advised. If 
there is any conclusion which should be 
burned in upon the brains of these people 
by repeated suffering and loS3, it Í3 the 
conclusion that separate, independent, 
discordant attempts at reclamation and 
defense are mere waste of time and money. 
It has been made clear in the costliest 
manner that the State policy which ha3 
controlled the disposition of the swamp 
and overflowed lands was the worst and 
most disastrous that could have been 
: adopted. Its effect has been to set all the 
| swamp land owners against one another, 
and to prevent any harmony of action, 
and consequently any successful treatment. 
In fact the whole subject of floods 
and reclamation has been handled in the 
most irrational and hopeless way, mainly 
because of the adoption of this imbecile 
State policy. The idea that small sections 
of land here and there could be reclaimed 
without any expense to the rest of the 
valley: that in this piecemeal, haphazard 
way the whole of the lands of the Sacra­ 
mento could be protected ; that it was 
possible to obtain good results by such 
clumsy fumbiings with the problem, must 
at last be surrendered. It is no longer 
possible to believe that any nseful purpose 
can be served by continuing the old 
methods. Nothing worse could have re­ 
sulted had no efforts at all bceu made, and 
in that case millions of money would have 
been saved. It ¡3 in fact a sober statement 
and not an exaggeration, that enough cap­ 
ital has already been literally thrown away 
upon abortive reclamation works to have 
built impregnable levees from the mouth 
to the headwaters of the Sacramento, and 
to have corrected its channels so that they 
should perform their full work. 
This experience therefore has been a 
dear one ; so dear that the people who 
have been casting their earnings year after 
year into the waters, without seeing it re­ 
turn to them after many days, must now 
prepare to strike a balance sheet, and malic 
up their minds whether they will abandon 
the hopeless work they have been so long 
engaged in, or make one more effort under 
entirely new conditions. As to continuing 
on the old lines, it would be midsummer 
madness. There cannot be any security 
for the future under that policy, and every 
year must increase the dangers and the 
difficulties, for every year must bring the 
destruction of the Sacramento river nearer, 
and therefore render all leveeing against 
its tloods more bootless. There is therefore 
bat one course which can commend it3elf 
to intelligent men, and that is to adopt 
the conclusions of the engineers who have 
surveyed the whole valley, and who have 
examined the question of drainage in the 
most thorough and exhaustive manner. 
These engineers all agree, and insist that 
it is useless to attem pt any remedies unless 
the whole valley is treated comprehen­ 
sively, unden-Obe system. And that is the 
plan which the long succession of past fail­ 
ures in reclamation points to with equal em­ 
phasis. It is only by system atic and sus­ 
tained treatm ent, the engineers declare, 
that safety and success can be obtained. 
It is not worth while to discuss the prob­ 
lem at all, in fact, unles3 this is conceded 
at the outset. 
That agreed to, however, the treatment 
of the whole question becomes compara­ 
tively simple and easy. 
There are indeed 
no new and complex situations to perplex 
science. W hat is going on in the Sacra­ 
mento valley is only an exaggeration of 
processes which Nature is carrying on 
almost everywhere upon a slower and 
smaller scale. Nor does the disposition of 
hydraulic mining at all affect the methods 
to be pursued. No matter what the future 
of that industry the work to he done in the 
valley must be the same. There are two 
sets of operations to be undertaken. 
One 
is to keep back the heavier debris in the 
mountains. The other is to correct the 
channels in the rivers and thus enable them 
to carry a greater volume of water. It 
would be useless to adopt one of these 
plans aud reject the other. It would be 
useless to build dams for the debris in the 
upper part of the valley, and to do 
nothing to improve the river channels in 
the lower part. 
The system must he put 
in operation as a whole, or it will be 
another instance of money and time 
wasted. 
At present the iloods themselves 
tend to retard their own dispersion, as wit­ 
ness the case of the waters which, break­ 
ing out of the Sacramento above Grey’s 
Bend, sweep across the Sutter and Yolo 
basins, and impinging upon the Monte­ 
zuma hills, are thence diverted at right 
angles to the river, and plunging straight 
across its current, create there a formid­ 
able bar, which backs up the river to this 
city, and prevents the drainage of the 
freshet9. 
Hitherto all efforts to protect the river 
islands have failed. When the waters of 
the river proper do not break down the 
Grand Island levees, this escaped flood, 
which has taken the short cut through the 
tules, bursts across the river banks and 
dashes over the stream to force the de­ 
fenses of the island. As to the various 
cross and partial levees which are scat­ 
tered all over the country, their main 
use is to effect a temporary resting-place 
for stock when the flood breaks in upon 
the lands they were intended to protect. 
In short it is patent that all the old 
methods are egregious failures, and that 
the new methods must be tried, or the 
overflowed lands must be abandoned. As 
the area of overflowed land is steadily in­ 
creasing with the shoaling of the river 
channels and the accumulation of debris, 
it is clear that this practically involves the 
abandonment of the Sacramento valley, 
and if that is not to be thought of there 
must be no further division of counsels 
among those whose interests are at stake. 
Union and harmony are in fact essential 
to the success of the new methods. If the 
State is to adopt the plans which have 
been drawn by the engineers, the entire 
population of the Sacramento valley must 
join hands in supporting the policy aimed 
at. It is undoubtedly true that the people 


the undertaking. But the inhabitants of 
this valley mu3t expect to bear the prin­ 
cipal weight of projection and organiza­ 
tion, and they cannot afford to let the grass 
grow under their feet. 
The river must be straightened and deep­ 
ened, 
Sloughs and channels which at 
present only* weaken the current must be 
closed. Livees must be raised to confine 
the current wherever necessary. Measures 
must be taken to remove bars which 
check the current. The river must be 
eased and strengthened and made to do 
more work, and then, but not till then, 
will the farmers he enabled to protect their 
land and pasture their cattle without fear 
and without danger. 
Aud whatever is 
done must be done under one general man­ 
agement and on one comprehensive plan. 
There must be no more independent or 
antagonistic levee Bystems, each fdr itself 
and against its neighbor. The whole liue 
must be constructed with the object of 
protecting the whole line, and not one par­ 
ticular part in it. Unless this policy is 
henceforth pursued there is no future for 
any lands in this valley which are capable 
of being flooded, and it is as well that this 
fact should be realized at once. Tiie farm­ 
ers, therefore, should proceed to organize 
for mutual aid throughout the valley. The 
river island proprietors are as much inter­ 
ested as anyone, of course. But what is 
needed is that the absolute necessity of 
the completion of the engineering work 
now begun be impressed upon the Legisla­ 
ture, and the ruinous consequences of in­ 
terfering with the prosecution of these 
works. 
These works will have to be carried out 
in any event, if the Sacramento valley is 
to be habitable twenty years hence. So 
far a3 the residents of the valley are con­ 
cerned it is not a mere question of policy, 
any more than it is a mere question of pol­ 
icy whether this city shall be leveed or 
not. The river mini be improved aud 
corrected, or it will in a few years be­ 
come impossible to occupy or cultivate 
the country through which it flows. 
Therefore the propeity-owners of the val­ 
ley must see that it is incumbent on them 
to urge these measures with all their force 
and persistence, and to employ unhesi­ 
tatingly whatever influences they can 
bring to bear upon the judgment of those 
with whom the determim-ítion of the ques­ 
tion at present rests. We are in the po­ 
sition of a patient over whose condition a 
medical consultation has been held. The 
doctors agree in saying that the disease 
from which the patient suffers must speed­ 
ily kill him if nothing is done for him ; but 
at the same time they point out a course 
of treatment, the adoption of which they 
assert will restore him to even more than 
his former health. The question is, shall 
this system of treatment be adopted? If 
it is, the Sacramento valley- will be safe. 
If it is not, those who are responsible for 
the future will be held to a strict account­ 
ability for all that it involves, and what 
that Í3 we have here endeavored to show. 


help. This is a strong argument for con­ 
tinuing the Drainage Act in force, for it 
renders it more apparent than ever that we : 
cannot hope for any considerable assistance 
from the Federal Government until we 
have shown our own willingness to share 
the expenses of the undertaking. There 
is no reason for not pay ing back the money 
misappropriated to the school fund. As 
the case stands Congress would be justified 
in refusing to do anything for us, on the 
ground that we had not kept faith with the 
United States in the past. If, however, we 
expend an amount equal to the grant upon 
interna! improvements we shall even then 
not have put our hands in our own pockets 
save for the support of the schools, aud 
these it was always our duty and interest 
to maintain. It was a too elastic interpre­ 
tation of the theory of community interest 
that led the framers of onr old Constitu­ 
tion to take a fund spec'ally dedicated for 
one purpose, for another ; but Congress is 
not likely to see the force of the position that 
we should Be allowed to make such misap­ 
propriation aud then turn round and ask 
for a fresh grant in order to do what the 
first was intended to accomplish. We can 
therefore spend §803,320 on the debris 
problem without having in fact used any 
funds but what were specifically set apart 
for just such objects, and until that 
amount has been spent no one will havo a 
right to complain of general taxation.

Government should attempt to enforce 
an uniform educational plan upon the en­ 
tire country. All that is desirable is that 
the Government should insist upon the 
enforcement of some educational system 
throughout the country. It might perhaps 
prescribe the minimum of the education to 
be given. That would be sufficient. But 
to pretend that there is danger in a policy’ 
which only recognizes the co-existence 
in government of the rights of enlighten­ 
ment and pnnishment is ultra-conserva­ 
tism. As regards the efficacy of the edu­ 
cational systems hitherto employed there 
are many differences of opinion. We, for 
example, have long held that in several 
important respects the present systems 
are almost as bad as none at all. Bat when 
there is a full recognition of the right to 
legislate there is always opportunity for 
the introduction of reform, and so long as 
we are not stupidly satisfied with the 
existing conditions we are guaranteed 
against fossilism. 
The ultra-conservative 
doctrine of our too consistent contempo­ 
raries, on the other hand, would place the 
most enlightened section of a democracy 
at the mercy of the least enlightened—as 
was very nearly being the case in the iate 
“ solid South” experiment.

The favorite position of those who refuse 
to recognize the principle of community 
interest except when it will confer seme 
direct and palpable benefit upon them­ 
selves, is that the General Government 
ought to bear the expense of solving the 
debris problem. If these people were not 
oblivious of certain facts in the history of 
the State they would be more chary of the 
arguments they have adopted in this con­ 
nection. The fact, which it has become 
necessary to recall to the public tniD d, is 
I that Congress long ago made a liberal 
grant to California expressly for purposes 
of internal improvement, aud that this 
grant was diverted to other uses, and no 
single dollar of it has ever been employed 
in accordance with the terms of the grant. 
By the provisions of an Act of Congress, 
approved September 4, 1841, entitled “ An 
“ Act to appropriate the proceeds of the 
“ sale of public lands, and to grant pre- 
“ einption rights,” a grant of f>00,000 acres 
of public land was made to each of the 
States “ for purposes of internal improve­ 
ment.” When California was admitted to 
the Union the framers of her first Consti­ 
tution thought that in order to attract 
population it was necessary to make it 
appear that the advantages of civilized, 
society were attainable litre, and not 
hiving any interna! improvements to 
make they coolly dedicated the whole 
of this 500,000 acres of public land to the 
support of the public schools. This act 
was undoubtedly a misappropriation. The 
grant was not made for any such purpose. 
The purpose for which it was made had 
been clearly specified. The sale of these 
lands has produced to the State a total 
amount of 8-03,320, and this sum must be 
regarded as having been wrongly diverted 
from its original end and purpose. Iu 
effect the State consequently owes internal 
improvements §803,320, and when Con­ 
gress is asked to step in and bear the 
whole expense of the debris problem, that 
body can turn upon onr delegation and ask 
what has become of the grant which was 
given the State for precisely this kind of 
work. It will not be a satisfactory answer 
to say that the grant has been diverted to 
the support of the public schools, for that 
is equivalent to confessing that the people 
of California have shirked the obligation 
resting upon them to maintain their own 
schools, and that they have misappropri­ 
ated a Federal grant which was bestowed 
upon them for an entirely different pur­ 
pose. There can be no doubt that the 
500,000 acres of public laud granted to the 
State was intended to be used for just such 
objects as the debris problem constitutes, 
and that there was no justification for the 
use actually made of the grant. 
When, therefore, we ask Congress to 
make appropriations for the debris problem, 
we are liable to be told that we are al­ 
ready practically indebted to the Federal 
Government in the sum of §803,320 for 
similar objects, and that before we can 
justly claim any further help from Wash­ 
ington we must show that we have restored 
this fund to its legitimate uses, or, which 
would be the same thing, that we have 
expended an equal amount ourselves 
upon the work. We cannot pretend that 
we have had no help from Congress with 
this grant staririg us in the face, nor can 
we justify its misappropriation. Congress 
gave it us for internal improvement, and 
that does not mean the support of schools. 
It may have been wise to employ it as 
it has been employed, but it certainly 
was not a carrying out of the conditions 
imposed by Congress, and it certainly 
cannot now be alleged that the obliga­ 
tions of the State in the premises have 
been fulfilled That sum of $S03,329 
stands against us in the national ledger. 
It was given us for one purpose, and we 
spent it for another. And in so doiDg the 
State incurred an obligation to restore it 
to its legitimate uses sooner or later. The 
time for that restoration ha3 now arrived. 
It is needed for genuine internal improve­ 
ments, and not until its equivalent has 
been expended in that way shall we have 
a right to apply to Congress for further 


During a time like the present nothing 
can satisfy public sentiment but the 
prompt stoppage of every loop-hole through 
which danger can enter. 
A careful 
rcconnoissance of the levees made yesterday 
afternoon shows that the north levee is in 
perfect condition to within three miles of 
Brighton. On the remainder of it the 
embankment is thinner than elsewhere, 
there is considerable water outside, with 
a strong current, and the gopher holes are 
numerous. The farmers who live in the 
neighborhood express the opinion that 
most of the gophers have been drowned 
out by this time, but the holes are there, 
and liable to give trouble unless closely 
and constantly watched. It has been the 
practico to poison these little pests every 
autumn, but it appears that last fall this 
was not done. 
Of course it is a3 
necessary to 
protect the levee up 
to Brighton as any part nearer the city, 
and it does not require to be said that the 
weakest point in a levee gauges the ac­ 
tual strength of the whole structure. 
Dealing with gopher holes is a business 
which demands special knowledge moreover. 
It cannot be done by men who have never 
had any experience in it, no matter how 
energetic they are. Such men are liable 
to do more mischief than they cure, and 
therefore experienced persons ought to be 
placed on this part of the levee. Perhaps 
there is no danger, but prevention is al­ 
ways better than cure, and certainly the 
public are not disposed to make allowance 
at this moment for anything that looks 
like neglect or indifference. The need 
of constant watchfulness when the chief 
danger is to be apprehended from the 
barrowings of gophers is self-evident, 
for it has been found repeatedly that 
the mischief caused in this way in a very 
short time becomes irreparable if help, and 
skilled help, is not at hand the moment it 
is discovered. The whole of the north 
levee, and particularly’ the Brighton end of 
it, ought to be examined every hour 
throughout, until the water goes down, and 
the patrol should be large enough to permit 
of such a change of watches as will insure 
the thorough performance of this duty. 
It is possible that this has been already at­ 
tended to, but in any case no harm can be 
done by calling the attention of the Trus­ 
tees to the vital importance of guarding 
and strengthening whatever places in the 
lovee are capable of being suspected of 
weakness. 
CAPITAL STOCK AND BUSINESS RATES 
There has been no more common fallacy 
than that which connftts the so-called wat­ 
ering of stocks with an imposition on the 
public. The theory has been that when 
corporations increased the number of their 
shares, they were somehow picking the 
pockets of the public. AY hen, therefore, 
the rece."? great telegraph consolidation 
took place, and was accompanied by a con­ 
siderable enlargement of the stock of the 
Western Union Company, the public be­ 
gan to complain that this indicated an in­ 
tention to put up the rates of telegraphing 
all over the country. As a matter of fact 
no such rise has taken place. As a matter 
of fact, though there have been several ab­ 
sorptions of telegraph companies, each 
absorption lias been followed by a re­ 
duction of rates. And what is true of 
telegraphs is equally true of railroads. 
An immense quantity of nonsense has 
been written about the enormity of the 
waterings of stock perpetrated by several 
railroad companies, and it has always been 
assumed that these enlargements indicated 
a robbery of the public. It is, however, 
no more true of these than of the telegraphs 
that capital stock expansion is connected 
with business rates. 
In fact the two 
things havo no association whatever be­ 
yond the fact that the business rates afford 
the basis for earnings of all kinds. But 
these corporations are alike governed in 
the formation of their tariffs by the de­ 
mands of business. 
They cannot in­ 
crease their charges beyond a certain point 
without driving away business, and this 
they know. They endeavor continually to 
enlarge instead of curtailing their oper­ 
ations, and they know very well that the 
on’y way to effect this is to do the work 
at the most reasonable rates. The fact 
that low rates imply increased business 
has long been familiar to telegraphic and 
railroad managers, and they do not run 
counter to business principles for the mere 
love of inconveniencing the public. 


The false alarm yesterday, of an imagin­ 
ary break iu the north levee, served to 
point the truth so frequently insisted on 
by the R eco rd U nion, that no degree of 
security short of absolute impregnability 
can suffice to put Sacramento beyond ap­ 
prehension. The levees at the present 
time are undoubtedly sound and firm. 
There is every reason to expect that they 
will withstand whatever pressure may be 
put t$on them. The Trustees are vigilant, 
and precautions have been taken and pre­ 
parations made against all possible contin­ 
gencies. But for all this it must be remem­ 
bered that the burnt child dreads the fire. 
Those who have seen the levees break once 
are hard to convince that what has hap­ 
pened may not happen again. 
And it 
must be realized that false alarmB of this 
kind arc only less injurious to the reputa­ 
tion of the city than genuine disasters, for 
the outside world argues that if the people 
who live here have so little confidence 
in their defenses, the latter cannot 
be very substantial. Now it is a great 
deal safer and better to be too cautious 
than not to be cautious enough, and it is 
wiser to make our defeuses even extrava­ 
gantly strong than to allow it to be be­ 
lieved by any part of the community that 
they are not strong enough. Moreover, 
when, as at present, the rivers are higher 
than they have ever been, many people 
will reason that, though the levees might 
have been strong enough for ordinary 
floods, there is no saying bow they will 
resist this abnormal pressure. This kind 
of talk may be unjustifiable, but for a'l 
that it has its effect, and every wave of 
apprehension that passes over the commu­ 
nity inflicts positive iüjury upon the ma­ 
terial interests of the city. It is therefore 
the part of common prudence and business 
sagacity to adopt such measures as shall 
advertise to ‘the world at large that 
Sacramento ¡3 determined to make her­ 
self as safe as engineering science and 
liberal expenditures can render her, aud 
that she proposes to carry out a levee sys­ 
tem which, when completed, will bid ab­ 
solute and unconditional defiance to floods. 
This is the policy upon which the 
Board of Trade have very seasonably 
agreed, and it must be seen to that this 
policy is not abandoned when the danger 
is over, but that it is carried out to the 
letter. It is idle to complain that many 
people are foolish and panicky. Whether 
they are or uot it is the opinion of such 
people that makes or ruins the reputation 
of cities, and the only way to avoid the 
serious evils which result from fears of this 
kind is to make it plain to the meanest 
capacity that there is no ground what­ 
ever for apprehension.

Miners in Horner District, Inyo county, 
object to aliens holding claims. 
Colton rejoices over two tributary min­ 
ing camps, I’inaearta and Mojave. 
The mines of Challis, Idaho, are showing 
great activity, preparing for the season’s 
work. 
The gold wizard of Calistoga thinks he 
has found a quartz ledge extending under­ 
neath his springs. 
Many of the mountain reservoirs are full 
to overflowing. 
Land-slips have broken 
numbers of flumes. 
The mining dams and water-wheels on 
Slate creek, Shasta count}’, have been 
washed out by high water. 
In New Mexico a knife-blade vein has 
been found to widen to three feet, and as­ 
says from §100 to §3,000 iu gold. 
Upper Rancheiia, Amador county, was 
once a large and busy camp, but there are 
now only four claims, hydraulic, remaining 
there, all proving profitable. 
At Lookout District, Inyo county, the 
Modoc furnace has turned out 100 tons of 
riclrbullion. The Miimeatta mill will be 
leased. The Snow canyon mill is running 
on tailings. 
Clark, Nichols & Co. have opened amine 
on Little Slate creek, Shasta county, strik­ 
ing a fine gravel bed, running east and west 
across the creek, with every indication of 
being the old river channel. 
New hoisting works are to be erected atthe 
Tiptop (Arizona) mine. The 300 foot level 
is yielding well, aud the mill is crushing 
the usual quantity of ore. About 100 men 
are employed about the mine and mill. 
The Pioneer Reduction Company, Nevada 
City, whose works were established four 
years ago, have increased their capital 
stock from §100,000, divided into 1,000 
shares at §100 each, to §200,000, divided 
into S.OOO shares at §25 each. They have 
proved very successful. 
Inyo county has a new mining district 
bearing the name of Saline, late reports 
from which have created quite a stir 
among the mining men of Darwin, Cerro 
Gordo, Lone Pine and Independence. The 
mines are on the east base of the Inyo 
range, facing Saline valley. 
Quite an excitement sprung up at Buck­ 
eye, Butte county,; last ,week. There was 
a piece of ground that had not been taken 
up, and hearing that Mr. Alstrom, of 
Spanish Peak, intended to bring down a 
boring machine to prospect the ground, 
everybody rushed out to take a claim. 
Hogue & Co., owners of the Spangled 
Gold mine, near Fresno Flats, anil seven 
milts from the Knterprise mine, have dis­ 
posed of a hall interest in the property to 
some capitalists. The latter are to at once 
erect reduction works, and expend §2,000 
iu systematic prospecting on the ledge. 
Says the Merced Star: We received 
from Hite’s Cove, Mariposa county, last 
week, a box of quartz specimens which are 
very rich in gold and sulphuretr. Due of 
the specimens is exceedingly rich , and was 
taken from the lower west level of the 
celebrated Hite mine on the lSth insiaut 
and from a section that baa not been worked 
for years.

NATIONAL EDUCATION. 
Some Eastern journals, which are usu­ 
ally intelligent, have blundered in regard 
to the proposed national education system, 
through their usually just dread of 
paternalism in government. No one ever 
recognized more clearly than John Stuart 
Mill the danger of governmental inter­ 
ference and supervision generally ; but 
even he wa3 obliged to make an exception 
in the case of education, because the 
connection between the safety and proper 
working of free states, and the intelligence 
of the masses whose opinion controls them, 
is too intimate to be disregarded. We are 
surprised therefore to find journals like the 
New York Evening Post writing as though 
there was danger to be apprehended 
frem the proposed Congressional legisla­ 
tion, and we are still more surprised to 
find that the objections stated are nothing 
short of frivolous. For instance, it is ob­ 
jected that educational systems must be 
adapted to the conditions of society, and j 
that those which completely suit Massa- j 
chusett* would be out of place in Georgia ; 
or Texas. All of this is true, but it does 
not at all affect the main question, and 
is in fact merely a consideration of | 
detail.

A DANGEROUS ENCROACHMENT THREAT­ 
ENED. 
We understand that a movement is on 
foot in the Senate to withhold the appro­ 
priations for the State Agricultural Society 
until guarantees are furnished that the 
present President of that Society shall not 
be re-elected. We do not know if the 
Senators who are engaged in this move­ 
ment realize its implications, but it is 
necessary to point out, iu the interest of 
the public, that they are really undertak­ 
ing to elect the President of the State 
Agricultural Society. Now it is very cer­ 
tain that this is not among the functions 
conferred upon the Senate by the Constitu­ 
tion, and it is equally’ certain that for the 
Senate to assume such a function is against 
public policy. The State Agricultural So­ 
ciety’ is a non-political organization, and it 
is essential to its very existence that it 
should be kept out of politics. It has to 
deal with productive interests alone, and it 
must be free from all suspicion of partisan 
bias, or it will cease to possess public 
confidence and respect. 
But it is per­ 
fectly clear that if the Senate is 
to dictate the composition 
of this 
Society by threatening to withhold the 
appropriations unless members obnoxious 
to Senators are excluded, or other mem­ 
bers favored by’Senators are appointed, the 
whole business must degenerate into a po­ 
litical scramble of the worst kind. The 
Senate has no right whatever, nor has the 
Assembly, to propose or impose any such 
conditions upon the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety’. To attempt to do so is to misuse 
power and to usurp functions entirely out­ 
side of the legislative jurisdiction. The 
appropriations for the State Agricultural 
Society can have but one legitimate basis, 
and that is the public interest. If it is 
plainly desirable that the organization 
should be maintained, the appropriations 
should be made, but it is no business of 
the Senate or the Legislature how the 
suffrages of the Board are bestowed in the 
election of a President, and any endeavor 
to control the election in such ways as 
have been described, are illegitimate and 
wholly unjustifiable. We should have 
supposed these considerations self-evident 
had we not become satisfied that the usur­ 
pation referred to has really been con­ 
templated by certain Senators who ought 
to know better. 


THE PONCA CASE. 
We have almost decided to abandon the 
Ponca case in despair, for it really seems 
impossible to get at the bottom facts in re­ 
gard to it. Despite the appointment of a 
Special Commission, including such well 
known commanders as General Crook and 
General Miles ; despite the clearness of 
their report, based upon personal inquiries 
made on the spot ; it is once more alleged 
that the story adhered to by the Interior 
Department is after all the true one, and 
that the Special Commissioners were hood­ 
winked and deceived.

No ; salvation is not possible outside of the 
Catholic Church, therefore, because it alone 
teaches Christ’s doctrines in the true sense, 
and every other church, to be consistent 
with its own belief, must say that as it 
a’one teaches the true doctrine in tho true 
sense, so salvation is not possible outside 
of itself. But while tho Methoriists and 
Presbyterians and Baptists, at loggerheads 
with each other upon essential points, each 
holds itself the true faith, yet, for the 
sake of liberality and popularity, admits 
the possible salvation of the rest, the Cath­ 
olic Church, one and undivided sine.- Christ 
first established its infallibility, alone has 
the courage to stand by its belief in the 
face of all oppo»ition ana unpopularity, and 
declare that there is no possibility of sal­ 
vation outside its belief.

They were compelled to tear the 
ceiling out of the house and climb upon 
the rafters to keep ont of the water. All 
the food in the house that was not de­ 
stroyed by water was soon consumed, and 
being unable to procure more, they suf­ 
fered the intensest hunger. Sweet oil aud 
like matter was consumed voraciously, and 
for a time helped to satisfy the eraviDgs ot 
hunger, but this was soon exhausted, and 
before the waters receded the family suf­ 
fered greatly.

Professor R. A. Froctor, the eminent Eng­ 
lish astronomer, lectured before the Sacra­ 
mento Literal y Institute list evening at the 
Congregational Church, to a large and cul­ 
tured audience. 
The lecturer was introduced 
by Rev. Dr. Dwinell, who announced the 
subject of the lecture to be “ The Birth and 
Death of Worlds.” The lecture was illus­ 
trated by very large, clear and interesting 
views thrown upon a screen by means of an 
excellent stereopticon fitted with the oxy- 
hydrogen light. 
Professor Proctor is a 
speaker who cannot be called eloquent, ex­ 
cept in the sense that he wins at once, and 
maintains his hold upon the profouudcst and 
undivided attention of every auditor. He 
speaks clearly and positively, and as a rea- 
soner is remarkable for conciseness on*! 
force. 
lie speaks rapidly, in tbe_ sense of 
losing no instant of time. 
In all his lecture 
there was no supeifluous word. It was a 
chain of expressions link alter link, each de­ 
pendent upon the other, not one of which 
could be omitted without destroying the 
nnity of the whol? ; and withal with a rapid­ 
ity of utterance which gave no pause or rest­ 
ir g place for the unfortunate critics, who, 
made the effort to take notes of what proved 
to be one of 
THE PROFOl'NEEST 
And most interesting lectures with which a 
Sacramento audience has ever been favored— 
an exhibition of profound but modest learn­ 
ing, of rare study aud scholarly attainment. 
He began by showing, in a few concise sen­ 
tences, how utter!) inadequate an idea a child 
has of the material world, and how it opens 
up to him at last as a wondrous marvel. So 
the mature man grows to the intelligence 
that tliis is not a large world, but, compared 
to other planetary bodies, is one of the 
smallest of all that wtiirl in infinite space. 
He finds that the stars are suns that lie 
apart at such distances that the spar of the 
earth’s orbit is but au atom in comparison. 
Each sun is the center of a scheme of 


CIRCLING WORLDS. 
The stars seen through the tir.-t telescope were 
veiy small in number compared to tin. . ■ now 
known, and discovery has g( ne on till at hn-t 
man has been almost forced to retreat from 
research concerning the depths of space. At 
the same time he has enlarged his conceptions 
as to time, and inis found that the earth and 
the universejrequired infinite peril ds for cre­ 
ation. 
But this iu no wise sets on one side 
the Almighty l.y the doctrine of universal 
evolution. 
To Him a thousand years i» a? 
but a moment of time. As we look on the 
solar system and its developments, he said, 
we enlarge our views of the greatness and 
wisdom of God and the wondrous majesty of his 
plans. He then proceeded to enlarge upon the 
theory of the creation of worlds, placing as 
the first stage the vaporons. 
Each planet 
was vapor. 
Every substance—taking the 
earth as an example— 
' 
WAS ONCE VAPOR. 
The first stage of the world’s life was one of 
intense heat, sufficient to resolve all things 
into vapor. 
If there is now a world in such 
a state it is to be known by its heat and its 
light, and the evidences of these are easily 
fcund. 
Next the planet in this stage will be 
the scene of intense disturbances, so vast 
and awful and grand as to surpass all con­ 
ception, and utterly belittle all comparison. 
Next such a world will gradually part with 
its heat, and become partly liquid and partly 
solid matter, and so the nucleus f jr solid form 
is made. 
In auch a stage, we expect, of 
course, to find water raised to the surface in 
the form of vapor. 
For instance our oceans 
were once raised and held above the earth in 
vaporous state, and thus enveloped it com­ 
pletely or in part, obscuring the form of the 
earth by its heavy clouds. 
If any orbs are in 
that stage now, we will know them by un­ 
deniable features. 
Owing to 
THE CHEAT HEAT 
The frame of such a world will be extended 
ai d its deep vapors expanded. Outside of all 
will be fouud c’n d s cf lighter vapor. Thus 
the planet 
will 
appear 
to 
be larger 
than it really is. 
So if it is put in the scales 
of science it will be found to weigh less—to 
be le. s dense than in reality it is. 
The next 
life stage is that in which our world now is. 
Here the geologist enters in and tells us what 
that stage is. 
It tells us that the earth lias 
been the scene of wondrous changes, like 
those we observe now taking place on 
other orbs. He has been given bv God ;mw- 
ers of observation and reason. 
He searches, 
finds aud reasons, end inevitable conclusions 
follow. 
He sics ceitaiu pr cesses going ou 
and certain results following. 
Rains fall, 
snow piles up, glaciers formed and ground 
down the-mountains, ami rivers bore away to 
the sea. floors the evidences of such action, 
where the geologist studies it, end establishes 
in his research that table lands and lofty 
mountains have formations such as the ocean 
fl ;ors show, and concludes that the former 
re once as the beds of the !-• I* are. 
So we 
find bow lor.,: it must have taken to carry on 
this work, and conclude that in required 
. 


MILLIONS OF YEARS. 
Iii some places we find ten miles of depths 
bearing certain characteristic», and we pass 
in our judgment from millions to tens of 
millions i f year», and so as some have gone to 
150,000,000, but the lecturer believed 100,­ 
000,000 to bo nearer correct in calculating this 
vast age of a planet’s growth. 
Next we come 
to the future of a world. 
Here there is more 
difficulty. 
But as the past of the earth was 
proven and v-rifled by the processes going on 
in other planet», so it is arrived at in older 
ones what our earth’s future may be. 
The 
lec’urer here quo! e l from eminent authorities 
ou this point, and said that astronomers ar­ 
rive at the conclusion that as worlds grow 
older their waters are gradually .absorbed into 
the globe’s interior—taken below the surface. 
-Cavities form as the earth cools, and into 
these the oceans are withdrawn, 
A f:w 
thousand years will record no appreciable 
change, but in tens of millions of years in the 
life of a world the waters are thus withdrawn. 
So finally we come to the time of the world’s 
death, 
when 
it 
will 
be 
dry, 
arid 
and all a 
waste, 
ar.d unfit 
for 
the 
purpose 
it 
now 
fulfills 
so 
well. 
In our solar system we have ail the evidences 
of al! these sta /es of a planet’s life, l’o select 
the oldest from the youngest planet, one must 
bear in mind that the larger the body the 
slower its cooling process. 
A globe eight 
times as large as another will have four tiir.es 
the heat: so every stage of cooling will be 
twice as hmg as in a smaller one. From this 
point the lecturer introduced his 
ILLUMINATED DIACIUMS, 
Anil continued his lecture iu the dark. These 
diagrams end views were large in number 
and were thrown into the sentences of the 
lecture; with great rapidity. The compara­ 
tive sizes of the planets were shown. 
Saturn 
and .Tupiter are giant planets, and hence in 
the younger stage; Mars is small, and in a 
later ttage, probably that of death. The 
sun, with all its vast body glowing with heat 
and light, aud marked by the most awful, 
rapid and tremeudous cf disturbance.», is in 
the fir»t, or glowing, vaporous stage. 
He 
tben look up the question of the 
CONJUNCTION OF THE PLANETS, 
To occur June 19, 1881, and which it Í3 Baid 
is to play the very smash with the earth. He 
ridiculed this idea, but iu a manner quiet, 
incisive aud 
irresistible. 
Such ideas, he 
saiil — regarding the 
conjunction— sprang 
from the superstition ot the ancient religion 
of astronomy, and are unworthy the en­ 
lightenment of this age. 
AVith diagrams he 
illustrated the vast distances of these planets 
from the sun and from each other, and 
showed how imperceptible must be their in­ 
fluence upon each other, a n l especially upon 
this earth. 
There is not the slightest reason 
to be.drawn from the slightest knowledge 
that the approaching conjunction will have 
the slightest effect upon the earth. 
These 
“ ends of the world” have been foretold 
every 25 years since A. D. 1000, and are the 
result 
of 
the 
most 
stupid 
ignorare: 
and intolerable superstition. 
The sun is the 
largest of our solar system, and the youngest. 
He is in the glowing age, as his heat evi­ 
dences. 
He here exhibited a number of solar 
photographs to show the sun spats, and 
demonstrate his theory as to the glowing, 
vaporous envelope of the sun, its openings, 
the tierce flames shooting forth from 40,000 to 
80,000 miles, and' the awful disturbances 
taking 
place 
there 
for 
untold 
ages. 
The spectroscope shows that the glooing 
mass has in it the same materials aB in the 
earth, only heli in different form. 
Thus 
there is the vapor of iron, copper, sodium, 
maguesium, eti. 
hile the 
suu is the 
youngest in development, 


IT 13 THE OLDEST IN TEARS, 
And existed before either of the planets of 
his syetem began. 
Diagnsms and views 
of 
Jupiter were next shown, with 
the 
cloud masses in paralleiimi. 
These are 
constantly changing. 
Rifts in them give 
’ glimpses of denser clouds, or of the body of 
the planet beneath. 
Changes take place 
which observations show to be a shrinking in 
the apparent size of the planet. 
Thi-.e ob- 
serrations included a sudden change in posi­ 
tion of one of the satellites of the planet, and 
the sighting of a star through a rift in the 
cloud envelope, which prove it to be not a 
solid mass. 
H e concluded that Jupiter is 
in 
the 
second or 
fiery stage. 
Saturn, 
the most beautiful of all the planet», gives 
corresponding evidences. 
She changes h»r 
forto from the true oval to a square-shoul- 


(ieriMl ovid. 
She is 700 times as large as the , 
earth, apparently, but in the scales of science : 
weighs but one-seventh as much. 
Satnrn, he 
held, is in an early stage ot life, and not yet 
fit to sustain human life. 
AS TO THE EARTH’S FUTURE, 
Venus and Earth are nearest alike in actual 
size ; Mars is less than the earth, and hence 
older; the moon is least oldest and in the 
stage of death. The moon is near by and easily 
studied. 
Mars presents no cloud masses. 
There are polar regions clearly indicated, 
changing with the seasons. As there is snow, 
so there is water and air, and weather fluctu­ 
ations not ur. like ours. 
On the border lines 
of his sea and land are mists like those along 
our mountain ranges. H is land is increasing; 
liB seas are diminishing and stretching out 
into 
bottle-necked 
shape?, 
and 
scat­ 
tered 
about 
and 
drawn 
out 
among 
the 
borders of 
land, 
being much le»s 
than the latter. 
There 
are winds and 
vapors there and disturbances like those on 
earth. 
So Mars is still fit for human life, 
but has passed into oi l age. 
On the earth 
scienc has found conditions in our seas in­ 
dicating just such absorption and stretching 
ont of ‘.he waters as are seen in Mare. 
THE MOON 
lie next examined, and showed it to I e 
in the 
-tage of 
death, to be arid and 
d tolale. 
lier mountains cast only black 
sb:dows, her sky is dark, and the stars shine 
therein all the time. 
Her craters, vast and 
running together, indicate past great subter­ 
ranean dBtuibances and vast destruction. 
Once, he b Heves, the moon was young, 
younger than the earth and the abode tf 
¡ni:¡ions of living creature». 
Dark spots in 
the mo m, si own iu lunar photographs, were 
the depressions where her seas finally sank to 
the interior. 
Her mountain t-idts evidence 
glacial

evidences are now 
that she 
has 
neither 
air nor 
water. 
He 
exhibited 
some 
beautiful 
phot. - 
graphs of 
mountai s and 
the 
general 
surface of the moon and illustrated with 
them, enlarging upon the truths they be r 
witness to. 
He concluded his lecture by 
stating that hi» theory may not re so pier s­ 
ant as that of Dick < r of Brewster, but it is 
better to be true, than to follow pleasant 
theories. 
He was not original in his views, 
but litld in accord only with the most ad­ 
vanced thought. 
He exhibited views of the 
northern aud Southern heavens to give more 
idea 
of 
the 
va»t 
number 
of 
stars 
and of 
solar 
systems. 
In 
one 
view 
were 
showr 324 198 stars which he had 
counted and 
placed oil chart, and yet 
that was but a bui.all part of the whole in 
that p:ut of the lit aven». 
He concluded with 
an effort to impress his auditors with some 
idea ' f the countless myriads of worlds, and 
of the immensity cf the ui.ivcrs,-, in which he 
r se t.' the pl.ne of true eloquence. 
The 
foregoing give? hut the bare outline of the 
elaborate lines the lecturer pursued. 
He was 
loudly applauded, and hi» lecture was in all 
respects an eminent success, and a great 
sotnce of pleasure and profit to ali who heard 
it.

F ractures of Cast-SteelE ails.—H err 
Theune gives some curious Jfacts with re­ 
gard to steel in the district of Kattowitz. 
During the years over which his observa­ 
tions extended, there were 329 such frac­ 
tures. 
Among the rails laid in the open 
country, the percentage of fractures was 
1.5 per kilom eter; while in forests, the 
percentage rose to 4.2, the increase being 
ascribed to the greater damp to which the 
rails were exposed. 
The number of break­ 
ages was strikingly influenced by the 
changes of the seasons. 
The first quarter 
of the year, which is generally the coldest 
season, showed 216 fractures ; the second 
quarter, 28 ; the third quarter, 14 ; the 
fourth quarter, when the cold weather 
again began to prevail, 71 fractures. 
The 
interval between the eighth and tenth 
years after the laying of the rails showed 
the greatest number of fractures; 7.5 
years having been found tc be the average 
working time. The fish-plate holes showed 
265 fractures ; the face of the rail, 73 
[13 ?]; while there were 51 breakages in 
the web.

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The C hinese 
T reaties An A m endm ent 
Suggested. 
W ashington, February -1th.—Yesterday’s 
National Republican printed an editorial, un­ 
derstood to have been written by George U. 
Gorham, insisting that the Chinese immi­ 
gration treaty should be amended a» the Bur­ 
lingame treaty was amended by the Senate 
in 18C8, by the addition oí a clause expressly 
excluding Chinese from the privilege of 
naturalization. The writer argues that ‘‘the 
most favored nation" is applicable not only to 
the rights andprivilegesaccorded toBubjectaof 
the most favored nations by treaty stipula­ 
tions, but also to the rights and privileges ac­ 
corded to them by our laws. 
He therefore 
contends tbat the amendment of 1808 was in­ 
dispensable to prevent Chinese naturalization 
UDder the Burlingame treaty, and is equally 
necessary now, and continues as follows: 
•* Some say that a treaty could not coufer the 
right, but that it could only engage our Gov­ 
ernment to supply the laws to meet the case; 
but treaties are equal to laws, and a treaty 
agreement to extend a given law to the sub­ 
jects of a nation might itself suffice to confer 
the privilege. 
We should be sorry indeed to 
sea any failure of the treaty. It is of great 
value, and was negotiated with much skill 
and

our 
( ’ jurts be thrown open to the naturalization 
ot the Chinese, who have no vocabulary in 
which to so much as think of Republican 
liberty, and who will never sympathize with 
our political, moral or intellectual standards. 
We hope the amendment of 1888 will be 
made to the ¡lending treaty." Th¡3 editorial 
has attracted a good deal of attention, and in 
connection with the similar position taken by 
a large party in the’ California Legislature, 
towards which also the Pacific coast Demo­ 
cratic Senators seem to be strongly inclined, 
it is likely to exert considerable inlluence 
upon the Senator’s decision of the question, 
whether the treaty should or should not be 
ratified without amendment.

IN THE FOOTEILLS AND HIGHER HILLS 
OF 
PLACER 
COUNTY. 


The Different Classes of Soils and Their 
Adaptability for Fruit C u ltu re- 
Successful Orchardlsts. 


The Placer Herald of January 29th pub­ 
lishes the following open letter from Tho?. 
S. Myrick in answer to numerous inquiries : 
Messrs. Ahira Homes and others—Gen­ 
tlemen : Having received numerous letters 
from yourself and others residing in Oak­ 
land and San Francisco, making inquiries 
concerning land in the foothills and higher 
hills of Placer county, please allow me to 
answer one and all of you in this general 
manner.

rolling hills

adapted to the raising of the strawberry, 
raspberry, blackberry, fig, orange, olive, 
peach, apricot, nectarine, 
pear, cherry, 
plum, prune and lemon. 
There are numer­ 
ous fruit orchards on the choice locations. 
Fred Birdsall, Esq., of Sacramento, has a 
young orange grove of 20,000 trees, and 
other parties have a less number. 
That 
there is profit in fruit culture, the beauti­ 
ful houses, the tidy outhouses, the trim 
fences and the clean fields furnish the 
proof. 
Here there are homes and school- 
houses, oranges and roses, and boys and 
girls. 
Roseville, Rocklin, Pino, Penryn 
and Newcastle are the shipping points on 
the Central Pacific Railroad. 
The best 
cherries in the conntry come from the 
vicinity of Rattlesnake Bar. 
Everybody 
has heard of the old Miller place, which 
was located over tw enty years ago; but, 
everybody does not yet know of the scores 
of places th at are beginning to rival it in 
the excellence of its pears, peaches and 
cherries. 
A short distance above R attle­ 
snake Bar. on the slope reaching down to 
the American river, Captain E. D. Shir- 
land during tbe last nine years has demon­ 
strated the practicability of 


ra isin g th e angora goat 
In the foothills. 
H e has a band of 1,200 
graded goats and thoroughbreds. 
He says 
that the fleeces command a remunerative 
pnce, and the fat graded goat is even su­ 
perior to the ordinary mutton as an article 
of food. 
Indeed, hotels and boarding­ 
houses are constantly supplied with choice 
goat meat. 
And it is asserted as a fact, 
which has been well authenticated, that 
the milk of the goat is a delicious beverage 
when used with tea or coffee. 
Instead of 
fighting the Apache in Arizona and New 
Mexico, in the United States cavalry 
service, the Captain has made a perfect 
success in rearing and taming the thorough­ 


bred Angora. 
On the west of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, between Roseville and 
Newcastle, and about three miles from th at 
thoroughfare, is Bowlder Ridge, a granite 
formation of some 200 feet in hight. Along 
its eastern slope are some of the best fruit 
ranches in the State. 
From this place the 
earliest fruits and vegetables are sent to 
market. 
Here Williamson & Co., the vet 
eran nurserymen of 
Sacramento, 
have 
planted an extensive nursery of semi- 
tropical trees and plants, between Penryn 
and Newcastle. 
Mr. L. Lardner, a pioneer, 
71 yeare of age, lias a fine fruit ranch. By 
the politeness of his eon, W. B. Lardner, 
Esq., of Auburn, I have received a quantity 
of 
SMYRNA FIGS 
W hich were raised and cured last year. 
The fruit has all the flavor of the imported 
article, aud asserts its superiority for fresh­ 
ness and toothsomeness. 
As there are 
many fruit-raisers who do not understand 
how to cure the -Smyrna fig for market, to 
rival this luscious article of commerce, Mr. 
Lardner, Sr., would emphatically benefit 
the lovers of good fruit by giving publicity 
to his excellent methods. 
In addition, on 
the west of Rocklin there is a gap through 
Bowlder Ridge, which opens "into Clover 
valley. 
A t this place, as I have been in­ 
formed, a company of capitalists have 
planted a section of land, nearly, in the 
raisin grape. 
They have all the appliances 
for their especial industry. 
It is hardly 
necessary for me to advise you of the 
growth and prosperity of Newcastle. 
I 
will state, however, that some ten years 
ago Mr. C. M. Silva and J. M. Frey, M. 
D., of Sacramento, settled there and en­ 
gaged in the culture of small fruits. 
At 
that time there was land to be had at $2 50 
per acre, which was the Government price, 
Mr. Silva shipped his own strawberries, 
raspberries and blackberries, and also he 
bought up all th at his neighbors raised, ex­ 
tending his excursions to tho village of 
Ophir. 
A t the present time, land in the 
vicinity of Newcastle commands $200 per 
acre. 
A company has been formed, and 
A SPLENDID FRUIT-DRYER 
Constructed and operated. Between 830,000 
and $40,000 worth of fruit of all kinds was 
shipped by rail from Newcastle last year. 
Further comment is entirely unnecessary. 
The proof of the profits of fruit culture is on 
the books of the shipping agents. 
But, in 
truth and justice I must say to you th at on 
the quick and rich soil of the granite forma­ 
tion, iu some years, there is occasionally 
malaria, and consequently fever and ague, 
which is prevalent on all rich soils through­ 
out the whole State east of the coast range. 
As you well know, in the composition of 
granite soils there are deleterious elements; 
hence, well-water is of indifferent quality. 
As a m atter of course, continued cultivation 
may ultim ately improve the sanitary con­ 
ditions of the lower foothills.

lie has planted a large 
nursery, which will soon bring him in a 
large income. 
One year ago A. Cooper, 
from Nevada county, bought 120 acres of 
patented 
and improved land, which is 
near Clipper Gap, for $3,000, from which 
he has 
REALIZED HANDSOMELY 
During tbe year. Near Alta, John B. Linn 
bought 100 acre3 of 
mountain land six 
years ago, with a large orchard of bearing 
apple trees. 
In December last, Mr. Linn 
assured me th at the receipts of his apple 
crop for 1880 were $3,000, and that lie had 
on hand also ¿1,000 worth of hay for the 
winter. He added th at the crop more than 
covered the purchase money for the place. 
He has 1400 apple trees and free water 
from large springs for irrigation. Near Mr.

bed-rock there are living springs th at fur­ 
nish an abundance of the purest and cold­ 
est water for the homesteads in the Sierra 
Nevada.

A r t ific ia l B lack W alnut.—The fol­ 
lowing receipe is said to be used in Europe 
for producing artificial black walnut. 
By 
its use, it ¡3 claimed, ordinary white woods 
have imparted to them the appearance of 
the most beautiful specimens of walnut, 
and are adapted to the finest cabinet-work. 
The process is as follows : 
The wood, first 
thoroughly dried and warmed, is coated once 
or twice with a strong aqueous solution of 
extract of walDnt peel. 
W hen half dried, 
the wood thus treated is brushed with a 
solution compound of one part (by weight) 
of bichromate of potassa in five parts ol 
i boiling w a te r; and, after drying thor­ 
oughly, is rubbed and polished.

Further Damage to Bridges, Railroads and 
Other Property.

M arysville. 
M arysville, February 4th.—The last re­ 
port gave the water in the Yuba and Feather 
at a standstill at Sunday’s hight. 
An hour 
later the Yuba began to rise, and at midnight 
had reached a little above 17 feet and 9 
inches, and was rising slowly. 
A t that hour 
it was crossing the levee above Rowe’s place, 
and the force of laborers was increased and 
the grade raised. A t 1 o’clock came a call 
for more help, a weak spot being discovered 
near Sehinkle’s. Several wagon-loads of men 
were sent out, and by almost superhuman 
work the levee was raised and the wash 
stopped. 
By 3 o’clock the water had reached 
the unprecedented hight of 18 feet 2 inches, 
when it began to recede, and at 8 o’clock 
this morning stood 
at 17 feet 4 inches 
and faUing. During the night the rain 
fell at times more heavily than at aDy 
time during yesterday, making the situation 
disheartening in the extreme. 
This morning 
a bright sun arose upon a sea of waters, and 
MarysviUe stands unharmed. 
Our neighbor, 
Yuba City, is partially flooded by a break in 
the levee at Starr’s place, just above town. 
A portion of the new levee in District No. 9, 
Sutter county, near Berg’s, is also reported 
broken, and the water is rushing in across the 
country. The east end of the Feather river 
bridge, from the first bend to the shore end, 
stands at an aDgle of forty-five degrees, the 
support having been washed out. 
The water 
is over the Fifth-street grade, and access to 
the bridge is shut off. The Yuba river bridge 
is all right, though the water was passing 
over it last night in many places. 
Young 
Churchill and others, reported missing last 
night, are all safe. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
M a r y s v ille ,—The river has fallen over 
one foot since the last report. 
The water is 
reported iu the streets of Yuba City two feet. 
The destruction of the bridge and telephonic 
communication prevents a full report from 
there. 
The town of Biggs is reported flooded 
three feet. 
W h eatla n d . 
W heatland.—The prospect is more favor­ 
able, and the storm seems to be over. Owing 
to the present high water it is impossible to 
learu the amount of damage done by the last 
storm. 
Bear river is now falling fast. W ith­ 
out any further drawback railroad travel will 
be opened within a day or so. The mail is 
being transferred across the break in a boat. 
Business is almost suspended here. The levees 
are all safe on this side. 


O rovillc. 
O royille.—Oroville has just passed the 
crisis of the highest flood ever known here to 
white men. I t rose near two feet higher than 
the one of December, 1SG1. Quite a number 
of business houses and also many dwellings 
were flooded. 
Montgomery street, from the 
mill to the Union Hotel, was a river, drift 
logs three feet through and thirty feet long 
floating through it. 
The flood culminated at 
9 p. m. last night, since when it has fallen 
about three feet. 
No lives were lost, but the 
damage to property is very considerable— 
probably several thousand dollars 
We have 
had no cars since night before last. 
The rain 
has ceased, and from appearances the worst 
is past. 
I'liteo. 
C hico.—The river has been rising steadily 
all day, and many places, several miles from 
the river, and which were thought to be com­ 
paratively safe, have been flooded. 
In the 
town of Nord, three miles from the river, the 
water is about two feet deep. 
P art of the 
large grain warehouse gave way yesterday. 
The bridges and levees are broken in «very 
direction, and communication with Oroville 
has stopped. 
Several warehouses along the 
river have given way, owing to the softening 
of the ground and the weight of the grain. 
The loss of cattle will be heavy, and great 
damage will result to farmers by the over­ 
flow. 
It is impossible to estimate the damage 
at present. 
Chico is high and dry, but sym­ 
pathizes with her unfortunate neighbors. 
The washing out. of railroad bridges above 
and below here has stopped all mails since 
last Sunday. 
Clear sunshine to-day. 
D ow nicT llle. 
Downieville.—There was a steady fall of 
rain all night, but the streams are falling. 
The mercury to-day at noon marked 50”. 
Since the bridge has been swept away Dur- 
gan Flat ba3 been connected with the main 
part of the town with two ropes and local 
telegraph lines strung over the river. A foot 
bridge on the ropes is being constructed. 
There was sunshine for a few minuteR this 
morning through the clouds. 
Rain has again 
commenced falling. 
Court lam í. 
Courtland.—A t 3 o’clock p. M. the levee 
broke on the south side of Randall Island, 
right in Chinatown, taking with it a portion 
of the town. The Celestials have all vacated. 
The water is going over the levee in many 
places on this side. The river is still rising. 
It has raised about a foot since 5 a. m. A 
strong wind from the west makes the matter 
worse. 
Many families are going away with 
what household effects they can take. 
L ater.—The levee on the east side has 
broken in many places. 
B enicia. 
B enicia.—T he railroad track on the place 
known as the Heenan track, between Good­ 
year’s station and Benicia, was washed nway 
in five or six places last night. No break is 
longer than thirty feet. 
The rain fell in tor­ 
rents yesterday, and we are having light 
showers this morning. 
Salt Lake. 
S alt L ake.—I t began raining in this city 
at S o’clock last night, and has been raining 
incessantly 
ever 
since. 
The 
mountain 
streams are swelling rapidly, and as the storm 
continues railroad and other bridges will be 
swept away. No damage has yet resulted 
from the overflow of streams. The storm is 
the worst ever experienced in Utah. 


T h e A urora Borealis.—Special atten­ 
tion is being paid to observations of the 
aurora borealis in the Scandinavian por­ 
tions of Europe. 
We have already the re­ 
sults of 839 observations, taken at 132 
different stations and on 154 different 
nights daring the seven months of the 
winter of 1878-70. 
These observations 
have been arranged by H err Tremholt un­ 
der four heads, as follows: 
Longitude 
and latitude of observer ; time of year and 
age of the moon ; color, form and altitude 
of streamers ; and lastly, any sound which 
may have been observed. 
The deductions 
from the observations thus far made, in 
the opinion of H err Tremholt, lead to the 
conclusion th at the aurora is a local phe­ 
nomenon, circumscribed by narrow limits, 
and manifested at inconsiderable distances 
from the earth's surface. 
The light is gen­ 
erally white, less often red or green ; in 
high latitudes it not nnfrequently presents 
spectral colors, and finally, th at the ac­ 
companiment of sound is an indisputable 
fact. 
H err Tremholt has devoted his a t­ 
tention to this subject for many years. 
He is now engaged in making as full and 
complete a catalogue of these manifesta­ 
tions as is possiblo. 
W ith this object in 
view, he invites the co-operation of ob­ 
servers everywhere, both upon sea and 
npon land, to the end th at he may tbu3 
gather materials for the better elucidation 
of the interesting phenomena connected 
with these manifestations.

tobacco, sugar, rice, hemp, hay, aud other

and 
the hogs 
and 
the dairy 
products, 
which 
will 
yield 
an 
im­ 
mense sum of money íd the aggregate. 
In plain words, the United States now 
raises enough to feed her own 50,000,000 
of people and to supply the deiiciency of 
the balance of the civilized world. During 
the year more miles of railroad have been 
built, more consolidations and combina­ 
tions have beeu entered into, more freight 
and passengers have been transported, more 
money earned and more interest and divi­ 
dends paid than in any former year. 
The 
commerce of the country during the year 
has made rapid progress, and caused the 
U nited States to take still higher rank, 
being now third among the commercial na­ 
tions of the globe.—[Evening Express.

The W aldensian valleys are now easily 
accessible from Turin by a railway from 
Fignerol, whence a road, traversed by a 
diligence daily, takes the traveler to La 
Tour, the Capital of the district.

uated at the entrance of the Valley of 
Lusurna or Yal Pellice to the left, and of 
Angrogna to the right. 
Beyond Augrogna, 
and parallel with it, but separated by a 
range of higlits, is the Valley of Perouse, 
from which opens the Valley of St. M ar­ 
tin. 
Even apart from the stirring his­ 
torical associations which make every spot 
memorable, the home of the Vaudois well 
deserves and repays a visit. 
Nowhere in 
the Alps is there to be found a more glo­ 
rious combination of richness and beauty 
in the lower 
valleys, and 
wild mag­ 
nificence and sublimity in 
the 
higher 
peaks 
and 
passes. 
Except 
a t 
its 
upper extremity, the mountains of the Yal 
Angrogna are covered, up to their very 
summits, with trees ; bold masses of rock 
risiDg from out of the foliage into splintered 
peaks. The lower portion has considerable 
patches 
of 
cultivated 
ground. 
The 
meadows are enameled with the white, 
sweet-scented 
narcissus, 
gleaming like 
pearls on green velvet. 
As the valley nar­ 
rows, the path winds under cliffs, where 
saponaria 
and 
the 
rhododendron 
dis­ 
play their flowers, whilst moist nooks offer 
abundance of the Alpine auricula, and 
deep-blue gentian flowers. 
One cannot 
imagine a more delightful combination of 
wooded 
mountain, 
and 
nestling ham­ 
lets, and craggy peaks, 
and, far be­ 
yond, those dazzling snows which rise over 
all into the deep-blue sky. 
Angrogna is 
not only memorable for its scenery, but for 
its heroine defense by the Vaudois.

P atterns 
by C rystallization. — The 
curious arabaaques produced on window 
panes by frost have suggested to a French 
inventor a system of obtaining designs for 
printed stuffs by crystallization. 
He has 
made experiments with solutions of sul­ 
phate of zinc, copper, iron, alumina, and 
magnesia, into which plates of glass were 
steeped, and then allowed to dry slowly at 
different temperatures. 
The crystals thus 
deposited formed a great variety of fanci­ 
ful figures, flowers, feathers, stars, etc. 
These may be fixed by an addition of al­ 
bumen or gelatine. 
If copper plates are 
used, the designs thus obtained may also 
be made permanent by electrotyping. The 
great difficulty is to obtain continuous pat­ 
terns to be reproduced on tbe cylinders 
need for printing ; but that may be over­ 
come by using cylindrical plates of copper, 
and turning them on their axes while the 
evaporation is going on. 
The crystalliza­ 
tion is, however, frequently irregular and 
leaves blank spaces which spoil the har­ 
mony of the design, but this defect will | 
probably be overcome by experience 
It is 
not certain th at the method has yet been i 
practically employed but the idea is ingeni­ 
ous, and probably w ill be eventually turned 
to account.
